wp  high  on  the  east  wall  of  the  basketball  arena  in  Templeton  Center  hangs  a  striking  blue  banner.  At  the  center  is  a 
color  rendenng  of  the  Presbyterian  College  Scotsman  garbed  in  kilt  and  tartans.  Around  the  border  of  the  banner  are  these 
words:  "Presbytenan  College  —  Academics  —  Achievement  —  Athletics." 

This  sports  logo,  while  informal,  suggests  the  perspective  of  this  college  within  intercollegiate  athletic  competition.  We 
beheve  academic  achievement  comes  first.  Student-athletes  who  enroll  at  PC  are  admitted  with  the  same  entrance  standards  as 
non-athletes.  They  take  the  same  courses,  live  in  the  same  residence  halls,  and  eat  the  same  food  offered  other  residential 
students.  Rather  than  being  set  apart,  they  are  encouraged  to  share  in  the  full  social  and  community  life  of  this  campus. 

Can  a  college  advocate  this  position  in  intercollegiate  athletics  and  still  be  competitive?  Can  you  enjoy  sports  on 
campus  without  caving  in  to  a  culture  of  highly  privileged  student-athletes  who  may  compromise  your  academic  standards? 

After  competing  for  three  years  in  Division  II  of  the  NCAA,  Presbyterian  College  now  can  point  with  pride  to  our 
athletic  success  while  also  maintaining  the  integrity  of  our  academic  program.  Consider  these  achievements  of  the  PC  athletic 
teams  during  this  past  college  year  (1995-96);

Belk's  Cash  Gift  Largest  In  Schoprs  History 

Longtime  PC  Trustee  Donates  $3.9  MiUion 


iresb\tenan  College  has  received  a 
cash  gift  worth  nearly  S4  million  —  the 
largest  in  the  1 16-year  history  of  the  institu- 
tion and  among  the  largest  cash  gifts  e\'er 
given  to  any  college  in  South  Carolina.  The 
announcement  was  made  by  PC  President 
Kenneth  B.  Orr  during  Commencement  ex- 
ercises on  May  4. 

The  gift  was  made  by  longtime  PC 
tnistee  and  benefactor  Irwin  Belk.  The  Char- 
lotte businessman,  who  will  be  honored  with 
other  family  members  at  PC's  opening  con- 
vocation ceremony  on  Sept.  10,  has  desig- 
nated $1.5  million  for  the  constmction  of  a 
new  residence  hall  and  the  remainder  to  be  used  for 
restncted  purposes  to  be  detemiined  at  a  later  date. 

"This  is  a  mega-gift  for  us  or  for  any  institu- 
tion of  any  size,  particularly  in  cash,"  On-  said,  "it 
is  certainly  a  strong  vote  of  confidence  in  the 
quahty  of  Presbyterian  College  because  it  comes 
from  a  close  friend  and  obsener  of  PC,  and  it  will 
enhance  the  expansion  of  this  institution's  educa-

tional  facilities  and  better  equip  us  for  the  chal- 
lenges and  changes  of  the  21st  century."

Art  Bjontegard.  president  of  the  Independent 


Colleges  and  Universities  of  South  Carolina,  put 
the  gift  in  historical  perspective. 

"Rarely,  if  ever,  has  an  independent  college 
in  the  state  received  a  $4  million  gift  in  cash  from 
a  living  person,"  Bjontegard  said.  "Such  a  gift 
makes  a  powerftil  and  compelling  statement  about 
the  donor's  values  and  generosity,  and  it  speaks 
volumes  about  the  confidence  that  exists  for  the 
private  colleges  to  be  able  to  deliver  the  highest 
quality  educational  product  a\  ailable  anywhere  in 
the  world." 

From  Belk's  perspective,  the  gift  is  just  an- 
other testament  to  his  belief  in  the  values-based 
education  that  is  at  the  heart  of  the  Presbyterian 
College  experience. 

"I  am  a  strong  believer  in  the  morals  and 
principles  that  Presbyterian  College  stands  for," 
Belk  said.  "The  students  there  get  a  special  educa- 
tion that  goes  beyond  what's  in  the  books.  1  just 
believe  in  everything  that  PC  does." 

Through  the  years,  the  Irwin  Belk  family  has 
provided  funding  for  Belk  Auditorium,  Mary  Irwm 
Belk  and  Carl  C.  Grotnes  residence  halls,  the  Carol 
Grotnes  Belk  Fellowship  Fund,  and  the  William 
Henry  Belk  Scholarship  Fund.

Olympic  Organizer,  PCUSA  Moderator  Join  Two 
PC  Alumni  In  Receiving  Honorary  Degrees  On  May  4 


I  he  Presbyterian  Church  (U.S.A.)  denomi- 
nation took  center  stage  during  the  May  4  com- 
mencement activities  at  Presbyterian  College  as 
six  individuals  with  PCUSA  ties  —  four  honorary 
degree  recipients  and  two  other  special  honorees 
—  shared  the  spotlight  with  258  graduating  se- 
niors. 

Two  Presbyterians  of  international  stature 
delivered  keynote  addresses:  Billy  Payne,  presi- 
dent and  chief  executive  officer  of  the  Atlanta 
Committee  for  the  Olympics  and  a  lay  leader  at  St. 
Luke's  Presbyterian  Church  in  Dunwoody,  Ga.. 
spoke  at  Baccalaureate  ser\'ices,  while  Marj  Car- 
penter, 1995-96  Moderator  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, served  as  Commencement  speaker. 

Both  received  honorary  degrees  as  well  — 
Payne  receiving  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Public  Service,  and  Carpenter  receiving  the  honor- 
ary degree  of  Doctor  of  Humane  Letters. 

Two  Presbyterian  College  alumni  who  went 


on  to  become  PCUSA  ministers  also  earned  honor- 
ary degrees.  Dr.  Tom  Currie,  pastor  of  First  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  Union,  S.C,  received  the  hon- 
orary degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity,  while  Tom 
Stallworth,  longtime  religion  professor  and  admin- 
istrator at  PC,  received  the  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Humanities. 

The  1996  Professor  of  the  Year  and  the  1996 
Outstanding  Senior,  both  of  whom  addressed  the 
graduating  class,  also  have  strong  PCUSA  ties. 

Dr.  Richard  Baker,  associate  professor  of 
philosophy,  is  a  member  of  Seven  Oaks  Presbyte- 
rian Church  in  Columbia,  where  his  wife,  Kim 
Olson,  serves  as  associate  pastor.  Baker,  an  or- 
dained elder,  is  currently  serving  on  Trinity 
Presbytery's  Goals  and  Priorities  Task  Force. 

Jennifer  Elaine  Fouse,  a  sociology  major 
from  Great  Falls,  S.C,  grew  up  in  the  denomina- 
tion as  the  daughter  of  a  PCUSA  minister.  Her 
father,  Clarence  Fouse,  ser\'es  as  pastor  of  Great 


Falls  Presbyterian  Church,  and  Jennifer  has  been 
an  active  youth  leader  in  Providence  Presbytery. 
She  began  on  June  1  as  a  campus  ministry  intern  for 
the  Presbytenan  Student  Association  at  Clemson 
University. 

During  his  Baccalaureate  address,  Payne  told 
the  graduating  seniors  that  their  successes  in  life 
will  not  be  what  they  achieve  for  themselves,  but 
in  how  their  talents  help  others  achieve.  He  said 
that  as  the  stress  of  organizing  Atlanta's  Centen- 
nial Olympics  grew,  he  was  encouraged  by  close 
friends  to  ease  up  on  his  expectations  of  personal 
perfection. 

"One  recent  Thursday  morning  I  was  sitlmg 
in  my  office  extremely  early  as  I  always  do,  putting 
together  bullet  points  for  an  address  I  was  about  to 
make  later  that  afternoon  to  200  of  our  venue 
managers  and  sports  competition  managers,"  Payne 
said.  "And  as  I  made  those  notes,  I  actually  wrote 
down  a  line,  and  I  quote:  'Just  weather  the  stonii. 
It'll  be  alright.'  I  was  actually  intending  that  after- 
noon to  tell  some  of  my  most  important  associates

that  I  expected  and  would  accept  less  than  perfec- 
tion from  them. 

"A  few  minutes  later,  after  1  had  made  those 
notes  that  same  morning.  1  was  reading  my  mail, 
and  came  across  a  letter  from  one  of  our  employees 
who  was  thanking  me  for  some  inspiration  1  had 
pro\ided  her  at  some  employee  meeting.  Her  letter 
included  a  quote  which  immediately  brought  me  to 
shameful  tears,  considering  the  decision  I  had  just 
made  minutes  earlier  to  tell  my  staff  that  less  than 
the  best  would  be  good  enough,  and  I  want  to  share 
it  with  you: 

"Our  deepest  fear  is  not  that  we  are  inad- 
equate. Our  fear  is  that  we  are  powerjid  beyond 
measure.  It  is  our  light,  not  our  darkness,  that  most 
frightens  us.  We  ask  ourselves:  'Who  am  I  to  be 
brilliant,  to  be  gorgeous,  to  be  talented,  to  be 
famous? '  Actually,  who  are  we  not  to  be?  You  are 
a  child  of  God.  Your  playing  small  does  not  ser\'e 
the  world.  There  is  nothing  enlightened  about 
shrinking  so  that  people  around  you  won 't  feel

insecure.  We  were  bom  to  make  manifest  the  glory 
of  God  that  is  within  us.  It's  not  just  in  some  of  us; 
it's  in  all  of  us.  And  as  we  let  our  own  light  shine, 
we  unconsciously  give  other  people  permission  to 
do  the  same.  As  we  liberate  from  our  own  fear,  our 
presence  automatically  liberates  others. " 

"As  1  read  this  Nelson  Mandela  quote  o\'er 
and  o\'er.  1  cried  —  as  I  dealt  w  ith  the  shame  that  I 
was  about  to  tell  people  who  count  on  me  that  just 
getting  to  the  end  would  he  good 
enough.  So  1  thank  God  for  that 
remarkable  letter  and  its  remark- 
able timing."  Payne  said. 

"And  so  1  ask  you  —  all  of 
you  wonderful  soon-to-be  Pres- 
byterian College  graduates  here 
today  —  I  wonder,  can  you  possi- 
bly know  how  many  people  are 
counting  on  you  making  your  own 
light  shine'  And  will  you  respond, 
not  as  1  was  about  to.  but  with  the 
joy  and  the  certaint\  that  by  illu- 
minating yourself,  you  can  illumi- 
1-^  nate  others  to  exceed  their  own 
expectations.  Yes,  you  will  have 
successfully  climbed  the  moun- 
tain, but  in  doing  so.  miraculously 
carried  others  along  with  you." 

Carpenter,  a  celebrated 
journalist  from  Big  Spnng,  Texas, 
who  was  elected  PCUSA's  mod- 
erator last  summer,  focused  her 


Commencement  address  on  her  parents'  two  favor- 
ite phrases, 

"My  mother,"  she  said,  "was  German  and 
Pennsylvania  Dutch,  and  she  was  very  stem  and  a 
good  business  person,  kind  but  frugal,  and  the  one 
who  was  also  telling  me  to  'count  ray  blessings.' 
My  father  was  Scotch-Irish,  and  he  didn't  give  a 
dum.  He'd  give  anybody  the  shirt  off  of  his  back, 
and  he  was  always  telling  me  to  "be  happy.'" 

"Eventually  I  realized  that  my  parents  were 
telling  me  the  same  thing.  That  if  you  count  your 
blessings,  you  are  happy.  I  hadn't  ever  thought 
about  that  —  if  you  count  your  blessings  and  are 
thankful  for  what  you  have,  you  are  happy.  It's  just 
that  simple." 

She  contrasted  the  world  that  Presbyterian 
College  graduates  face  with  the  world  she  has 
found  in  traveling  to  107  countries  around  the 
globe  where  PCUSA  mission  work  is  being  con- 
ducted. 

"I  used  to  tell  my  teenage  (Sunday  School) 
class,  'You  know  life  can  be  rotten,  y'all.  You  need 
to  know  that.'  It  can  treat  \ou  very  well,  and  it  can 
it  treat  you  very  poorly.  And  when  it  treats  you 
rotten,  you  can  hang  onto  your  friends,  you  can 
hang  onto  your  talent,  you  can  onto  your  family, 
but  you've  also  got  to  have  something  more  than 
that  —  and  you've  got  to  hang  onto  the  good  Lord. 

"That's  not  a  rose  garden  out  there,  and  even 
if  you  win  the  roses  at  some  point  in  your  lifetime, 
they  ma\  have  stickers  and  thorns.  So  remember: 
there's  a  loving  God  you  can  turn  to  in  trouble,  and 
count  your  blessings  and  be  happy — and  if  you  do. 
you'll  bring  happiness  to  many,  many  others." 


Changing  Young  Lives 

Philosophy  Professor  Honored  As  PC's  1996  Professor  Of  The  Year 


Michard  Baker  has,  in  only  five  years 
at  Presbyterian  College,  repeatedly  achieved 
something  that,  for  others,  might  happen  only 
once  or  twice  in  a  lifetime.  He  has  motivated 
young  minds  to  seek  knowledge. 

And,  in  doing  so,  he  has  changed  lives. 

That,  perhaps  more  than  anything,  is 
what  singles  out  this  associate  professor  of 
philosophy  and  earned  him  the  title  of  1996 
Professor  of  the  Year  at  Presbytenan  College. 

The  honor  was  announced  at  PC's  an- 
nual Honors  Day  convocation  held  in  April, 
and  as  Professor  of  the  Year,  Baker  addressed 
the  graduating  Class  of  1996  during  Presbyte- 
rian College's  Commencement  exercises  on 
May  4. 

The  soft-spoken  Baker  —who  joined 
the  PC  faculty  in  1991  after  earning  degrees 
from  the  College  of  William  and  Mary  and  the 
University  of  Texas  at  Austin,  where  he  also  taught 
upon  completion  of  his  doctorate  —  understands 
how  significant  an  honor  this  is  for  a  college 
professor,  but  he  refuses  to  take  undue  credit  for 
receiving  it. 

Instead,  he  says,  it  is  a  reaffirmation  of  Pres- 
byterian College  as  a  place  that  values  teaching. 

"I  really  am  honored,"  he  said,  "but  it's  hard 
to  think  of  myself  as  the  Professor  of  the  Year  when 
1  don't  even  see  myself  as  the  Professor  of  the  Third 
Floor  here  in  Neville  Hall.  To  me,  this  award 
recognizes  the  whole  faculty  —  a  faculty  that  is 
committed  to  teaching.  That's  where  the  value  is 
placed  at  PC.  It's  clear  that  teaching  matters  here 
—  to  faculty,  to  administration,  to  students.  And  I 
know  it  sounds  trite,  but  what  makes  that  teaching 
even  more  effective  are  the  personal  relationships 
and  the  importance  that  is  accorded  those  relation- 
ships between  a  professor  and  student." 

Baker's  skills,  however,  go  far  beyond  the 
routine,  say  colleagues.

"Richard  Baker  is  dedicated  to  teaching," 
said  Dr.  Peter  Hobbie,  chairman  of  the  department 
of  religion  and  philosophy.  "Richard's  desire  to 
have  faculty  members  attend  each  other's  classes 
and  offer  constructive  cnticism  is  one  of  the  more 
promising  ways  that  we  can  improve  teaching  at 
PC.  I  feel  that  Richard's  potential  for  good  at 
Presbyterian  College  is  just  beginning,  and  1  look 
forward  to  helping  to  implement  some  of  his  ideas 


in  the  decade  that  lies  ahead." 

Dr.  J.  William  Moncrief,  senior  vice 
president  for  academic  affairs  and  dean  of  the 
faculty,  sees  in  Baker  the  kind  of  presence 
that  makes  a  college  classroom  a  magical 
place  to  be. 

"Richard's  Socratic  and  caring  teach- 
ing and  personal  style  has  made  him  one  of 
the  most  effective  and  popular  faculty  mem- 
bers at  PC,"  Moncnef  said.  "He  draws  ideas 
and  knowledge  out  of  everyone,  colleagues  as 
well  as  students  —  ideas  and  knowledge  they 
may  be  totally  unawai'e  that  they  possess.  His 
approach  helps  students  examine  their  own 
ideas  and  place  them  within  a  more  profound 
context,  modifying  them  appropriately  in  the 
process." 

Such  high  praise  almost  embarrasses 
the  man  of  the  hour.  All  that  he  really  hopes 
to  do  is  enlighten  just  one  student — just  as  he  was 
once  inspired  and  motivated  to  learn. 

"What  1  really  hope  my  smdents  get  is  the 
understanding  that  this  subject  is  important  to  me, 
that  this  book  or  this  idea  has  made  a  difference  in 
my  life  —  and  that  I  care  enough  about  them  that  I 
want  to  talk  about  it  with  them,"  Baker  says. 

"When  I  went  to  college  I  had  an  intellectual 
awakening,  mostly  the  result  of  caring  and  patient 
teachers.  Professors  guided  me  through  that  pro- 
cess of  awakening  to  truth,  to  beauty,  to  ideas.  1 
would  like  for  my  students  to  have  that  same 
awakening." 

Whether  teaching  a  class  on  personal  ethics 
or  discussing  the  great  ideas  of  early  philosophers 
or  coordinating  the  college's  Knight  Program  for 
Applied  Ethics  or  just  reflecting  on  the  news  of  the 
day  with  a  colleague  in  Greenville  Dining  Hall, 
Baker  puts  a  distinctive  touch  on  everything  he 
does.

An  Ideal  Choice  As  Outstanding  Senior 


I  he  person  named  each  year  as  Outstanding  Senior  at  Presbyterian 
College  is  judged  to  be  the  student  who  best  embodies  the  ideals  of  this 
church-related  institution.  The  much-anticipated  announcement  at  a  special 
Honors  Day  convocation  each  April  sometimes  brings  shrieks  of  shock  from 
pleasantly  surprised  classmates.  Occasionally  it  brings  a  roar  of  approval 
from  a  self-appointed  cheering  section  of  fraternity  brothers  or  sorority 
sisters. 

When  Jennifer  Fouse  was  named  as  the  Outstanding  Senior  for  1996, 
however,  the  announcement  triggered  knowing  nods  and  a  sustained  stand- 
ing ovation  from  everyone  in  Belk  Auditorium.  This,  the  response  seemed  to 
say,  is  as  it  should  be. 

Fouse,  daughter  of  the  Rew  and  Mrs.  Clarence  Fouse  of  Great  Falls, 
S.C,  heard  her  name  called  several  times  during  PC's  spring  awards 
convocation.  She  received  an  award  as  the  outstanding  senior  in  sociology, 
was  one  of  two  recipients  of  the  Community  Service  Award,  and  was  a  co- 
winner  of  the  American  Legion  Award  for  leadership  and  service. 

The  top  honor,  however,  was  being  named  Outstanding  Senior  at  PC 
for  1995-96.  By  receiving  that  citation,  Fouse  was  also  given  the  opportunity 
to  address  her  classmates  during  Commencement  exercises  on  May  4. 

"It"s  a  wonderful  honor,"  she  said.  'Tin  humbled  and  grateful,  because 
there  are  so  many  others  who  desen-e  this.  So  1  share  it  with  a  lot  of  people." 

Humble  and  grateful,  absolutely.  But  others  more  desening?  Not 
likely. 

For  the  past  four  years,  Fouse  has  immersed  herself  in  e\'ery  facet  of 
Presbyterian  College  life.  From  service  to  sorority,  from  campus  leadership 
to  a  semester  of  study  in  China,  from  church  invoh'ement  to  academic 
achievement,  she  has  made  the  most  of  the  PC  experience.

"T  ve  enjoyed  all  of  the  things 
I've  done  at  PC,"  she  said.  "PC 
offers  an  education,  through  all 
these  kinds  of  expenences,  that  has 

allowed  me  to  grow  so  much.  I've  told  so  many  people  that  there's  no 
comparison  to  the  person  who  stepped  in  in  August  of  1992  and  the  person 
who  is  stepping  out  in  May  of  1996." 

In  no  assignment  have  her  talents  and  gifts  been  more  apparent  than 
in  Fouse's  work  with  PC's  Student  Volunteer  Ser\'ices,  a  group  of  more 
than  30  programs  ranging  from  Habitat  for  Humanity  and  Special  Olym- 
pics to  Big  Brother/Big  Sister  at  Thomwell  Home  for  Children  and  Adopt- 
a-Grandparent  at  nearby  Presbyterian  Home.  Fouse  has  been  involved  in 
SVS  since  arriving  at  PC  as  a  freshman,  but  her  greatest  challenge  came 
eariy  in  her  final  semester  when  the  college's  full-time  coordinator.  Chon 
Glover,  left  PC  to  accept  a  position  at  another  college. 

Suddenly,  the  senior  intern  was  the  person  in  charge  —  and  that 
included  heading  up  the  22nd  annual  Area  Fi\'e  Special  Olympics,  held 
each  year  at  PC.  Quite  an  extracunicular  acti\'ity  for  a  college  senior. 

"What  1  really  learned  at  PC  is  w  hat  a  real  education  is,"  said  Fouse, 
who  began  work  in  June  as  campus  ministry  intern  for  the  Presbyterian 
Student  Association  at  Clemson  Uni\'ersity.  "It's  getting  both  sides  of  the 
story.  It's  exposure  to  new  and  different  ideas  and  then,  once  you're 
knowledgeable  about  the  issue,  making  an  informed  decision.  It's  educat- 
ing yourself  about  the  world  around  you,  and  then  finding  the  way  that  you 
can  make  a  difference."

For  Dr.  Jim  Skinner,  the  Charles  A.  Dana 
Professor  of  English  who  has  worked  with  him  in 
several  team-teaching  projects,  watching  Baker 
weave  his  way  into  and  out  of  class  discussions  is 
pure  joy. 

"At  the  beginning  of  a  class,  his  initial  ques- 
tions and  probes  warm  the  students  to  the  subject.

"Slowly,  gradually,  and  in  a 
perfectly  non-judgmental  fashion,  he  takes  their 
responses  and  questions  and  builds  them  into  what 
becomes,  by  the  middle  of  the  class,  an  emerging 
shape. 

■"He  can  extricate  himself  from  almost  every 
difficulty  that  his  method  allows  to  develop  be- 
cause he  knows  his  texts  so  well  that  he  uses  them 


quickly  and  without  apparent  effort  to  answer  the 
questions  or  to  point  out  the  flaw  in  the  comment  or 
the  argument. 

"Instead  of  professing,  he  asks;  instead  of 
preaching,  he  probes;  instead  of  lecturing,  he  lis- 
tens and  responds:  and,  when  he  is  at  his  best, 
instead  of  instructing,  he  teaches."

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Ceremony  Honors  ROTC's  Past  And  Present 


I  he  past  and  the  future  of  the  nation's 
militar}'  leadership  crossed  paths  during  a  special 
ceremony  at  Presbyterian  College  on  May  3. 

A  1938  graduate  of  PC  was  inducted  into  the 
college's  Reserved  Officers  Training  Corps 
(ROTC)  Hall  of  Fame  as  a  soon-to-be  PC  graduate 
was  presented  with  the  Wysor  Saber  as 
the  outstanding  senior  cadet  in  the  PC 
program. 

Col.  (Ret.)  Macon  Alexander 
Hipp,  former  commanding  officer  of 
Fort  McClellan  in  Anniston,  Ala.,  be- 
came the  11  th  alumnus  to  be  named  ii> 
the  ROTC  Hall  of  Fame,  while  Cadet 
James  F.  Chastain  Jr.  —  who  would 
earn  his  PC  degree  the  following  day 
and  be  commissioned  as  a  second  lieu- 
tenant in  the  U.S.  Army  field  artillery  —  joined  a 
long  list  of  illustrious  alumni  to  earn  the  ROTC 
program's  highest  honor. 

For  Hipp,  who  has  lived  in  Anniston  since 
retiring  from  active  duty,  the  induction  was  a 
bittersweet  one.  While  he  had  described  it  to  Lt. 
Col.  Kirk  Thomas,  PC's  professor  of  military  sci- 
ence, as  one  of  the  greatest  honors  he  had  ever 
received,  illness  prevented  him  from  making  the 
trip  to  Clinton  to  be  a  part  of  the  ceremony. 

Speaking  on  his  behalfwas  Col.  (Ret.)  Walter 
Todd  '39,  a  lonstime  friend  and  a  1994  inductee

into  the  Hall  of  Fame. 

"I  certainly  encourage  and  endorse  in  every 
way  the  choice  of  Macon  Hipp  for  this  award," 
Todd  said.  "In  talking  to  him  this  week,  I  was 
impressed  by  the  depth  and  sincerity  of  his  appre- 
ciation of  this  honor.  He  dwelled  extensively  on 
what  he  called  'the  best  four  years  of 
his  Hfe,'  when  talking  about  his  days 
at  Presbyterian  College." 

A  native  of  Charlotte,  N.C., 
Hipp  graduated  from  PC  in  1938 
with  a  B.S.  degree  in  economics  and 
was  commissioned  a  second  lieu- 
tenant in  the  Army  Reserve.  He  re- 
tired from  active  duty  in  1971,  and 
that  illustrious  career  resulted  in 
decorations  that  included  the  Le- 
gion of  Merit  with  Oak  Leaf  Cluster,  the  Soldier's 
Medal,  the  Bronze  Star  Medal,  the  Purple  Heart, 
the  Army  Commendation  Medal  with  Oak  Leaf 
Cluster,  and  campaign  nbbons  awarded  for  duty  in 
the  China-Burma-India  and  Asia-Pacific  theaters 
of  World  War  II.  He  also  served  two  tours  of  duty 
in  Vietnam. 

Hipp  also  had  assignments  at  Fort  Di.x,  N.J., 
where  he  served  as  chief  of  staff:  Fort  Benning, 
Ga.,  where  he  was  commanding  officer  of  the  15th 
Infantry  Regiment;  and  Headquarters,  U.S.  Army 
Southern  Command  in  the  Panama  Canal  Zone. 


In  1965,  he  was  selected  to  command  Fort 
McClellan  and  was  named  the  1967  Man  of  the 
Year  by  the  Anniston  Star  newspaper,  citing  him  as 
a  "citizen-soldier"  and  "a  vigorous  and  dedicated 
leader  in  his  field  who  doubled  the  military  strength 
of  Fort  McClellan  in  2  1/2  years." 

That  kind  of  military  career  is  the  hope  of 
Wysor  Saber  recipient  James  Chastain  of  Jonesville, 
Ga.,  who  had  already  been  named  the  winner  of  the 
Strom  Thurmond  Award  as  the  top  Army  ROTC 
cadet  in  the  state  of  South  Carolina. 

For  Chastain,  whose  father  is  a  retired  mili- 
tary officer,  these  honors  almost  never  came  to  be 
because  he  gave  serious  thought  to  ending  his 
participation  in  ROTC  after  his  sophomore  year. 

"I  almost  didn't  sign  up  for  MS-3  (the  third- 
year  mihtary  science  curriculum),"  Chastain  said. 
"But  the  military  is  a  family  tradition,  and  I  know 
first-hand  the  opportunity  that  a  military  career 
offers." 

The  ROTC  program  at  Presbyterian  College, 
he  said,  brought  out  the  best  in  him. 

"Here,  you  get  to  be  a  college  student,  first 
and  foremost,"  he  said.  "In  many  ways,  I  think  this 
program  produces  a  better  product,  a  more  well- 
rounded  student  than  in  larger  university  programs." 

In  addition  to  serving  as  Cadet  Battalion 
Commander  as  a  senior,  Chastain,  a  history  major, 
was  active  in  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  fraternity. 


Retreat  Focuses  On  New  PC  Foundations 


College's  Trustees,  Administrators  Educated,  Excited 
About  Prospects  Of  PC's  Planned  Giving  Program 


Ms  it  enters  the  21st  century,  American 
higher  education  faces  challenges  unparalleled  in 
its  history.  At  the  same  time,  individuals  possess 
opportunities  to  influence  the  future  as  perhaps 
never  before.  And  at  the  confluence  of  challenge 
and  opportunity  stand  the  Presbytenan  College 
Foundations. 

The  college's  Board  of  Trust- 
ees and  the  foundations'  Board  of 
Directors  formally  launched  the  foun- 
dations at  a  joint  retreat  of  the  boards 
held  April  8-10  at  Litchfield-by-the- 
Sea.  The  three-day  session,  PC  Presi- 
dent Ken  Orr  said,  "served  as  the 
springboard  for  the  foundations  and 
for  poshioning  PC  in  the  21st  cen- 
tury." 

To  help  prepare  the  college  for 
the  future,  the  trustees  had  earlier 
approved  the  formation  of  the  foun- 
dations, one  to  encourage  and  receive 
gifts  of  real  estate  and  one  to  encour- 
age and  receive  all  other  types  of 
gifts.  After  considerable  preparation  for  their 
operations,  the  foundations  were  officially  un- 
veiled at  the  retreat. 


A  Far  Different  Position 

The  college  enters  the  next  100  years  in  a 
position  far  different  from  that  in  which  it  has 
operated  in  even  its  recent  past,  a  point  under- 
scored by  Peter  McE.  Buchanan,  president  of  the 
Council  for  the  Advancement  and  Support  of  Edu- 
cation (CASE).  Pointing  to  both  changes  in  the 
educational  landscape  and  a  predicted  inter-gen- 


erational wealth  transfer  of  stunning  magnitude. 
Buchanan  characterized  the  coming  years  as  ones 
in  which  philanthropy  will  be  more  important  to 
colleges  and  universities  than  ever  before. 

Buchanan  cited  the  privatization  of  two-  and 
four-year  institutions,  shrinking  governmental  re- 
sources, and  limits  on  tuition  growth  as  factors 
acting  to  increase  the  need  for  philanthropic  sup-

port.  In  order  to  be  worthy  of  that  support,  Buchanan 
said,  educational  institutions  will  have  to  focus  on 
several  strategies,  including  re-engineering  them- 
selves to  meet  their  missions  with  fewer  expendi- 
tures and  gathering  new  resources  while  being 
faithful  to  their  core  values,  establishing  their  own 
accountability  and  aggressively  presenting  their 
cases  for  support  to  individuals  "in  as  sensitive  and 
sophisticated  a  manner  as  possible." 

Within  this  context  for  higher  education  as  a 
whole.  Dr.  Ted  Brown,  PC's  vice  president  for 
advancement,  cited  a  hst  of  needs  which  the  col- 
lege must  meet  in  order  to  maintain  and  improve  its 


instructional  quality  and  remain  competitive  in 
attracting  talented  students  and  faculty.  Brown 
cited  the  need  for  greatly  increased  endowment 
growth,  pointing  out  that  many  key  pieces  of  PC's 
program  currently  are  only  partially  underwritten 
by  endowment  income.  Brown  also  pointed  to 
needs  for  additional  endowment  to  help  underwrite 
scholarship  support,  faculty  salanes,  faculty  de- 
velopment, library  resources,  instructional  equip- 
ment, and  capital  maintenance  and  renovation. 


Stretching  Our  View 

The  needs  Brown  listed  are  long- 
temi  ones  of  the  kind  that  the  PC 
foundations  are  designed  to  help  meet. 
The  creation  of  the  foundations  repre- 
sents a  shift  in  perspective,  one  that 
stretches  the  college's  —  and  donors' 
—  view  of  fund  gathering  "from  this 
month,  this  year  or  the  next  few  years 
to  decades."  The  foundations.  Brown 
said,  encourage  PC's  alumni  and 
friends  to  ask  "What  can  1  do  for  the 
college  in  my  lifetime'?  When  I  am 
gone,  what  is  the  legacy  I  want  to 
leave  at  this  institution?" 

While  the  challenges  are 
large,  the  foundations  enter  PC's  hfe  at  a  time 
when  opportunity  for  both  the  college  and  indi- 
viduals is  immense.  Both  now  and  in  the  foresee- 
able future,  more  people  will  be  able  to  ask  —  and 
answer  affirmatively — the  questions  Brown  raised 
than  at  perhaps  any  other  time  in  the  country's 
history.  Citing  studies  that  forecast  a  coming 
transfer  of  wealth  from  one  generation  to  the  next 
anywhere  from  $7  to  S12  tnllion,  Buchanan  added 
that  this  transfer  is  already  beginning,  with: 

•  an  82  percent  increase  in  charitable  be- 
quests in  wills  between  1987  and  1993; 

•  a  4.'i  percent  increase  in  community  founda- 


lion  grants  from  1990  to  1993;  and 

•  a  1 5  percent  increase  in  the  number  of  small 
family  foundations  during  the  same  period  along 
with  a  25  percent  increase  in  money  given  away  by 
those  foundations. 

"1  believe,"  Buchanan  said,  "that  the  poten- 
tial of  philanthropy  for  education  is  enonnous 
worldwide  and  that  a  significant  amount  of  this 
potential  lies  untapped." 

The  Power  of  Social  Capital 

Paul  Brooks,  president  and  chief  executive 
officer  of  Renaissance,  Inc.,  an  Indiana  firm  spe- 
cializing in  administering  charitable  giving  ar- 
rangements, argued  that  much  of  that  potential 
remains  untapped  because  a  large  number  of  people 
do  not  understand  their  assets  or  their  personal 
financial  situations  and  the  tools  that  are  available 
to  them.  Introducing  the  concept  of  "social  capi- 
tal" and  defining  it  as  "money  you  choose  not  to 
keep  or  don't  get  to  keep."  Brooks  asserted  that 
through  the  use  of  social  capital  individuals  pos- 
sess the  power  "to  move  from  success  to  signifi- 
cance" and  to  profoundly  influence  the  futures  of 
the  institufions  and  causes  for  which  they  have  a 
passion. 

Each  person,  Brooks  said,  is  a  philanthropist, 
whether  voluntarily  (through  giving)  or  involun- 
tarily (through  the  payment  of  taxes).  Brooks 
urged  his  audience  to  "recapture  the  money  you 
own  and  don't  get  to  keep"  through  the  use  of  any 
of  a  number  of  "social  capital  tools"  such  as  chari- 
table trust  arrangements  which  allow  a  donor  to 
place  assets  in  trust  for  a  charity  or  charities  of  the 
donor's  choice,  to  avoid  taxes  and  to  direct  the 
ultimate  disposition  of  the  assets.  These  trusts, 
Brooks  said,  provide  an  income  for  the  donor  and, 
through  avoidance  of  taxes,  increase  the  amount  of 
inheritance  available  for  the  donor's  loved  ones 
while  also  leaving  a  substantial  sum  to  charity. 

"Social  capital  matters,  personally  and  finan- 
cially," Brooks  said.  "You  get  significant  input 
into  the  future  by  voting  your  own  social  capital 
rather  than  giving  a  proxy  to  a  third  party  (i.e.,  the 
government)  to  vote  it  for  you."

Planned  Giving:  A  'Win- Win'  Situation 

lie  has  traveled  widely  and  experienced  much  in  the  40  years  since  leaving  Presbyterian 
College,  but  Cliff  Waddell  '56  says  that  those  four  years  on  the  Clinton  campus  remain  precious  to 
him. 

"Presbyterian  College  meant  so  much  to  me,"  the  Hartwell,  Ga.,  resident  said.  "A  few  years 
ago,  as  I  was  thinking  what  PC  had  done  for  me,  I  decided  to  see  what  I  could  set  up  financially  for 
the  college." 

The  result  is  the  Clifford  E.  Waddell/Delta  Airlines  Scholarship  Fund. 

"What  we  were  able  to  do  is  use  an  IRA  and  designate  in  his  will  that  the  beneficiary  is 
Presbyterian  College."  said  Ed  Campbell  '50.  PC's  director  of  development  for  major  gifts.  "The 
funds,  upon  his  death,  will  be  sent  directly  to  the  college,  which  as  a  tax-exempt  institution,  will  not 
be  subject  to  income  or  estate  taxes." 

This  planned  giving  arrangement,  Campbell  said,  will  ultimately  bring  SI  million  to  the 
college  for  the  scholarship  fund. 

"What  I  learned  when  I  looked  into  this,"  Waddell  said,  "is  that  from  a  tax  standpoint,  this  was 
advantageous  to  me  and  advantageous  to  PC.  It's  a  good  deal  —  really  a  'win-win'  situation." 

Upon  his  graduation,  Waddell  flew  as  a  Navy  fighter  pilot  for  1 3  years  and  then  joined  Delta 
Airiines  as  a  pilot.  He  flew  with  Delta  for  34  years,  logging  more  than  25.000  flight  hours.  For  the 
last  15  of  those  years,  he  was  a  line  check  airman,  checking  out  other  pilots  in  Delta's  employment. 

The  Waddell/Delta  scholarship  will  focus  on  international  study,  assisting  students  who  wish 
to  experience  life  in  another  culture  —  something  the  benefactor  did  during  his  worldwide  travels. 

"It's  a  wonderful  thing  to  get  people  to  exchange  ideas.  That  kind  of  interaction  can  really  help 
understanding,  and  I  hope  this  fund  will  assist  students  to  do  that."  he  said.

their  social  capita!  and  put  it  to  work  on  the  college's 
behalf  shared  the  stories  of  their  gift  planning 
during  a  panel  discussion.  Dick  Meisky  '41  of 
High  Point,  N.C.,  and  trustee  Hal  Harris  of  Amelia 
Island,  Fla.,  have  each  planned  for  distribution  of 
assets  in  their  estates  in  such  a  way  as  to  benefit  the 
college  while  also  providing  for  their  families. 

Through  the  use  of  a  charitable  remainder 
trust.  Meisky,  a  former  Blue  Hose  quarterback  and 
current  foundations  board  member,  is  providing 
funds  for  the  maintenance  of  some  of  PC's  athletic 
facilities  along  w  ith  other  support  for  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church.  Presbyterian  retirement  homes,  and 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  among  other  benefi- 
ciaries. At  the  same  time,  he  and  his  wife  received 
a  substantial  immediate  tax  savings,  are  receiving 
8  percent  annually  from  the  assets  of  the  trust,  and 
will  be  in  a  position  to  leave  their  three  children 
with  a  sizable  inheritance. 

Harris  has  set  up  two  charitable  trusts  to 
benefit  PC  and  is  considenna  a  third.  The  trusts 


provide  Harris  with  current  income  with  the  re- 
mainder portion  of  the  trusts  eventually  designated 
for  the  college.  Harris  administers  one  of  the  trusts 
himself,  while  using  Renaissance.  Inc.  to  adminis- 
ter the  other. 

Panel  member  Steve  Heckard.  a  financial 
planning  consultant  from  Rock  Hill.  S.C,  who  has 
worked  with  Harris,  also  told  the  audience  of  three 
other  arrangements  he  has  helped  put  together 
which  will  total  more  than  $5  million  for  the 
colleae. 


Educating  Our  Constituents 

It  is  just  those  sorts  of  arrangements  that  PC 
hopes  to  encourage  through  the  its  foundations. 
The  foundations  will  have  as  a  large  part  of  their 
mission  educating  the  college's  constituents  about 
their  potential  as  benefactors  of  the  college,  the 
possible  tax  problems  that  lie  in  wait  in  their  estates 
and  the  potential  for  using  social  capital  tools  to 


solve  those  problems  while  providing  for  family 
members. 

"The  foundations  can  take  advantage  of  prob- 
lem-solving opportunities  for  people."  said  Art 
McQueen  '64.  an  attorney  from  Spartanburg.  S.C, 
who  has  pro\'ided  legal  services  for  the  formation 
of  the  foundations  as  a  gift  to  the  college.  "People 
don't  gi\'e  partly  because  they  don't  understand  the 
gift  process.  They  think  it's  too  easy,  or  that  it's 
impossible  to  provide  income  for  themselves  while 
giving  money  away. 

"The  dream  and  goal  of  the  foundations  is  to 
help  people  take  advantage  of  their  dreams  and  the 
dreams  of  the  college,  provide  for  their  families 
and  reduce  taxes.  It's  a  'win-win'  situation." 

Jim  Morton  '76  is  PC's  director  for  college 
adxancement  and  is  guiding  the  development  of  the 
Presbyterian  College  Foundations  and  planned 
giving  initiatives.

'hen  Ham'  McDonnold  first  heard  about  Presbyterian  College's  Alumni 
Anniversar}  Weekend,  he  liked  it. 

McDonnold.  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1961.  was 
contacted  over  the  winter  by  Butch  Woodward,  PC"s 
director  of  the  alumni  association,  and  asked  if  he  would 
spread  the  word  about  this  new  spring  event  to  his  class- 
mates. This  would  be  a  time  for  alumni  to  return  to  campus, 
Woodward  said,  and  not  only  attend  special  banquets  and 
receptions  but  also  hear  class  presentations  by  alumni  and 
lectures  by  legendary  PC  professors. 

The  concept  immediately  appealed  to  McDonnold. 

"Butch  asked  me  if  1  would  help,  and  1  told  him  I'd 
love  to,"  he  said.

For  the  record,  more  than  100  alumni  took  part  in  PC's  first-ever  Anniver- 
sary Weekend,  and  while  that  number  was  down  from  organizers'  initial  hopes, 
the  quality  of  the  event  couldn't  have  been 
more  evident. 

Following  a  senes  of  class  receptions 
on  Friday  evening,  the  kickoff  dinner  fea- 
tured an  address  by  Dr.  Tom  Reeves  '57, 
retired  president  of  Hastings  College.

man  and  CEO  of  Colonial 
Life  and  Accident  Insurance, 
and  one  on  community  ser- 
vice by  Dr.  Harold  Hope  "63, 
the  inaugural  recipient  in 
1994ofPCs"DumVivimus 
Servinius  Award." 

The  second  hour  fea- 
tured what  Woodward  had 
named  "The  Last  Lecture  Senes."  where  partici- 
pants had  to  choose  from  four  of  PC's  most  storied 
professors:  Dr.  Fred  Chapman,  business  and  eco- 
nomics; Dr.  Jim  Skinner.  English;  Dr.  Ron  Bumside. 
history;  and  Dr.  Joe  Gettys,  religion. 

For  McDonnold,  the  selection  was  extremely 
difficult. 

"1  went  to  the  business  class  and  really  en- 
joyed Fred  Chapman's  lecture."  he  said,  "but  I  hate 
that  i  couldn't  have  gone  to  all  of  them.  I  especially 
hate  that  I  didn't  get  to  hear  Dr.  Gettys  because  he 
was  at  PC  when  1  was  a  student." 

Another  of  the  alumni  in  attendance.  Flo- 
rence Blakely  '43,  chose  to  attend  Ron  Bumside's 
history  lecture,  and  she  later  posted  her  impres- 
sions on  PC's  new  Alumni  Discussion  Group  on 
the  Internet. 

"The  second  hour  I  heard  Ron  Bumside's 
talk  about  the  ideas  that  he  would  like  for  his 


students  to  remember  af- 
ter they  leave  his  classes," 
she  wrote.  "1  hope  his  re- 
marks will  be  published. 
My  only  complaint  was  that  1  couldn't  be  in  all  the 
lectures  that  morning.  Folks  came  out  of  Jim 
Skinner's  lecture  wiping  tears  from  their  eyes.  He 
had  moved  everybody  to  tears  with  his  talk  on  a 
Wordsworth  poem." 

But  perhaps  the  true  highlight  of  the  weekend 
occurred  on  Saturday  night  at  a  special  banquet 
when  PC's  founder.

Ushered  into  the  banquet  room  by  his  great- 
grandson,  Hugh  Jacobs  '41,  the  bearded,  bespec- 
tacled First  Presbyterian  Church  pastor  was,  in 
fact.  Dr.  Ted  Brown,  PC's  vice  president  for  ad- 
vancement, who  mixed  good  humor  with  observa- 
tions drawn  from  Dr.  Jacobs'  actual  memoirs. 


Brown's  performance  put  a  most  appropriate  ex- 
clamation point  on  this  special  weekend  event. 

One  that  Woodward  hopes  has  a  bnght  fu- 
ture. 

"The  main  thing  was  that  the  program  was  a 
real  success,  based  on  what  everybody  told  me," 
Woodward  said.  "The  keynote  address  by  Tommy 
Reeves,  the  'appearance'  of  William  Plumer  Jacobs, 
the  seminars  and  lectures  —  everything  seemed  to 
be  well-received.

Three  days  past  the  Ides  of  May  we  gathered:

pus  Center,  has  received  a  National  Service  Award 
from  the  National  Intramural-Recreational  Sports 
.Association  (NIRSA).  The  prestigious  award  was 
presented  to  Madden  at  NIRSA' s  47th  Annual 
Conference  held  recently  in  Kansas  City.  Mo. 

NIRSA  is  a  non-profit  professional  organi- 
zation devoted  to  the  advancement  of  programs 
and  professionals  in  the  field  of  recreational  sports. 
The  organization  has  grown  since  its  inception  in 
1950  by  11  traditionally  black  universities  to  its 
present  membership  of  more  than  800  institutions 
and  2.000  professionals  representing  more  than  12 
million  college  and  university  students. 

Madden,  who  directs  PC's  intramural  pro- 
gram, was  honored  for  exceptional  service  to 
NIRSA  by  coordinating  the  Internet  Recreational 
Sports  Discussion  Group.  He  started  the  project  in 
the  fall  of  1995.  and  now  has  more  than  550 
participants  —  all  of  whom  are  college  recreation 
sports  professionals. 

Randy  Randall.  PC's  director  of  Springs 


Campus  Center,  said  that  the  award  is  certainly 
well  deserved. 

"There  was  no  national  (Internet)  talk  group 
for  people  in  recreational  sports,"  Randall  said. 
"Bryan  approached  the  national  office  of  NIRSA 
and  suggested  that  they  start  one.  but  they  were 
reluctant  to  get  into  it.  so  he  started  it  on  his  own 
and  it  has  been  tremendously  successful." 

Madden  got  the  assistance  of  Dr.  Jon  Bell,  a 
member  of  PC's  physics  and  computer  science 
department,  in  establishing  the  discussion  group 
on  PC's  computer  network.  The  result.  Randall 
said,  has  been  phenomenal. 

"Bryan  is  probably  the  best-known  name  in 
rec  sports  in  the  United  States  right  now,"  he  said. 
"Everybody  out  there  on  computer  knows  who  he 
is.  and.  as  a  result,  they  know  of  Presbyterian 
College,  since  our  computer  senes  as  the  host 
sener.  Bryan  has  gotten  pats  on  the  back  from  as 
far  away  as  Guam,  and  now  he  is  on  the  three- 
person  Technology  Task  Force  for  NIRSA." 

Madden  earned  his  B.S.  degree  from  Lander 
University  in  1993  where  he  served  as  student 
director  of  intramurals.  Following  graduation,  he 
worked  for  14  months  as  a  program  coordinator  for 
recreational  ser\'ices  at  the  University  of  Missis-

Professors  Prepare  For  Fulbright  Years 


/  wo  Presbyterian  College  faculty  mem- 
bers will  be  spending  time  away  from  campus 
during  the  1996-97  academic  year  as  recipients 
of  prestigious  Fulbright  grants. 

Dr.  Rachel  Stewart,  professor  of  English, 
and  Dr.  David  Gillespie,  professor  of  political 
science,  have  each  been  notified  that  they  have 
been  selected  for  a  Fulbright  grant  —  one  of  the 
highest  honors  an  American  college  or  univer- 
sity professor  can  receive.  PC  faculty  have  now 
received  six  such  grants  m  the  past  decade,  and 
four  in  three  years. 

For  Stewart,  it  will  be  her  third  Fulbright. 
In  fact,  she  spent  the  1995-96  academic  year 
teaching  as  a  Fulbright  lecturer  at  the  University 
of  Tromso  in  Norway,  and  officials  requested 
that  she  be  granted  another  Fulbright  to  remain 
for  the  1996-97  year.  She  will  continue  teaching 
courses  in  American  literamre. 

"My  academic  life  at  the  University  of 
Tromso  has  been  wonderful,"  she  said.  "1  have 
learned  much  from  the  sharing  of  ideas  with  the 
very  eager  group  of  young  scholars  here.  The 
students  and  my  colleagues  have  combinations 
of  atuibutes  which  are  rare:  they  are  both  cre- 
ative and  disciplined  women  and  men  who  are 
also  confident  and  considerate." 

Stewart  will  be  involved  in  some  team- 
teaching  opportunities  during  the  1996-97  year 
and  will  spent  three  weeks  lecturing  at  two  of  the

Other  four  universities  in  Norway  —  the  Univer- 
sity of  Bergen  and  the  University  of  Trondheim 
—  and  Stravanger  College,  one  of  the  26  col- 
leges in  the  country. 

Gillespie,  the  South  Carolina  CASE  Pro- 
fessor of  the  Year  in  1993,  will  leave  in  Febru- 
ary of  1997  to  spend  four  months  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Tartu,  one  of  two  major  universities  in  the 
Baltic  country  of  Estonia. 

"1  was  interested  in  a  Fulbright  to  eastern 
Europe  because  1  had  visited  Russia  and  several 
other  countries  in  that  region,"  Gillespie  said. 
"Estonia  is  a  country  that  holds  particular  inter- 
est for  me  —  it  was  probably  the  most  Western, 
most  capitalistic,  and  most  anti-Soviet  republic 
in  the  former  Soviet  Union.  Stalin  actually 
brought  the  Baltic  states  (Lithuania,  Latvia,  and 
Estonia)  into  the  Soviet  Union  kicking  and 
screaming  in  1940. 

"Estonia's  inflation  has  now  gotten  down 
to  manageable  proportions  and  its  per  capita 
income  and  per  capita  GNP  is  probably  the 
highest  for  any  of  the  former  Soviet  countries, 
and  yet  its  size  in  population  and  geography 
territory  is  smaller  than  South  Carolina." 

In  his  Fulbright  application,  Gillespie  listed 
three  classes  that  he  would  be  interested  in 
teaching  at  Tartu:  "General  Introduction  to 
American  Politics,"  "The  American  Election 
Svstem,"  and  "American  Constitutional  Law."

"Jerman  Disasa  (director  of  the  CHAMPS  program)  had  asked  me  if  I 
would  talk  to  Barbara  about  an  exhibit  in  the  Harper  Center  dunng  (the  two- 
week)  CHAMPS  (period)."  said  Hild,  who  coordinates  PC's  year-round 
gallery  exhibits.  "I  called  Barbara;  we  talked  about  it.  and  it  grew  from  there." 

The  result  is  an  exhibit  of  African  art  and  crafts  in  the  Elizabeth  S.  Harper 
Gallery  on  the  Presbyterian  College  campus  that  opened  to  the  public  in  early 
July  and  runs  through  the  month  of  August. 

CHAMPS  (Communities  Helping,  Assisting.  Motivating  Promising 
Students!  began  in  1995  as  a  way  to  identify  and  nurture  young  students  in  the 
Laurens  County  schools  who  have  potential  for  success  and  education  after 
high  school.  The  program,  initiated  by  Presbyterian  College  in  partnership 
with  the  schools  and  the  Laurens  County  Chamber  of  Commerce,  selects  30 
nsing  seventh  graders  to  spend  two  weeks  on  the  PC  campus  in  July  and  then 
return  periodically  throughout  the  school  year  for  Saturday  sessions  that 
include  parents  and  other  family  members. 

The  first  class  has  now  completed  one  year  in  the  program  and  returned 
on  July  21  as  rising  eighth  graders.  Meanwhile,  30  new  CHAMPS  participants 
joined  the  program  as  rising  seventh  graders.  Students  will  remain  in  the 
program  through  the  10th  grade  and  then  spend  two  summers  in  various 
internships  with  Chamber  of  Commerce  members. 

This  first-ever  CHAMPS  art  exhibit,  "Meet  Another  Culture:  An  Intro- 
duction to  Parts  of  Africa,"  tied  in  with  this  vear's  theme  for  the  CHAMPS

program,  "Common  Threads." 

For  Hild,  who  joined  the  Presbyterian  College  faculty  in  1991.  the  exhibit 
was  especially  exciting  because  —  like  the  CHAMPS  program  itself  —  this 
project  brought  the  college  and  the  county's  schools  together.  He  was  also 
pleased  that  the  college  could  host  such  a  collaborative  project  on  campus. 

"We  want  the  Harper  Center  gallery  to  be  considered  the  community's  art 
gallery,  not  just  the  college's  art  gallery,"  he  said.  "We  really  want  more  people 
from  Laurens  County  to  enjoy  the  many  exhibits  we  have  here  throughout  the 
year.  This  CHAMPS  exhibit,  1  think,  is  a  great  step  forward  in  that  respect." 

As  for  the  CHAMPS  program  itself,  Disasa  has  been  thnlled  by  the 
community  outreach  and  support  of  this  unique  program  in  South  Carolina. 

"I  can't  express  in  words  what  this  is  doing  for  the  community,"  he  said. 
"Over  the  last  year  we  have  witnessed  tremendous  changes  in  the  maturity  and  the 
dedication  of  this  first  CHAMPS  class.  They  know  that  people  in  this  county  are 
proud  of  their  achievements."

Biology  Professor  Presents  Research 

l/i.  Bob  Hudson  joined  two  colleagues  in  making  a  presentation  at  the  88th  Annual 
National  Shellfish  Association  meeting,  held  in  April  in  Baltimore,  Md. 

The  presentation.  "Species  Specificity  and  Effect  of  pH  on  the  Response  of  Freshwater 
Mussel  Juveniles  to  Acute  Copper  Toxicity,"  continues  the  research  that  Hudson  has  been  doing 
for  a  number  of  years  involving  freshwater  mussels  and  toxicity. 

The  objectives  of  the  study  were  two-fold:  to  determine  the  effect  of  lower  pH  on  copper 
toxicity  in  juveniles;  and  to  determine  if  the  utterbackia  imbecillis  species  of  freshwater  mussels 
has  a  similar  response  to  copper  toxicity  as  does  elliptio  angustata.  a  mussel  with  a  more  limited 
lotic  habitat  distribution.  The  results  were  presented  in  a  poster  session  at  the  meeting. 

Hudson,  who  has  been  a  member  of  the  PC  biology  department  since  1975,  made  the 
presentation  with  Margaret  Barfield  of  Arkansas  State  University  and  A.D.  McKinney  of  the 
Tennessee  Wildlife  Resources  Agency.

"There's  a  real  sense  of  pride  when  you 
are  part  of  a  nationally  ranked  athletic 
program  at  a  school  with  the  academic 
reputation  of  Presbyterian  College,"  he  says. 
"A  lot  of  people  don't  think  that  can  happen 
—  that  good  athletes  can  also  be  good  students." 

To  the  contrary.  It  can  happen,  and  at 
Presbyterian  College  it  certainly  did  during 
this  past  year  —  a  year  that  will  rate  as  one  of 
the  most  successful  in  Blue  Hose  athletic 
history. 

PC  completed  its  third  year  as  a  full- 
fledged  member  of  the  NCAA  Division  II  in 
the  spring  of  1996,  and  what  a  year  it  was.  Six 
Blue  Hose  teams  qualified  for  NCM 


postseason  play;  no  other  South  Atlantic 
Conference  school  qualified  more  than  three. 
PC  won  five  SAC  tournament  titles  and  had 
four  head  coaches  selected  for  SAC  Coach  of 
the  Year  honors;  both  of  those  statistics  were 
tops  in  the  conference  as  well. 

Meanwhile,  PC  led  the  conference  by 
placing  48  student-athletes  on  the  SAC 
Academic  Honor  Roll  (a  3.3  grade  point 
average  or  higher)  —  a  fact  that  is  all  the 
more  impressive  when  one  considers  that  PC 
fielded  three  fewer  athletic  teams  than  the 
other  seven  members  of  the  conference. 
(Those  three  —  men's  cross  country,  women's 
cross  country,  and  women's  softball  —  will 
begin  as  club  sports  at  PC  during  the  1996-97 
academic  year,  eventually  moving  to  varsity 
status.)

Led  by  Rebecca  Hardiman  and  Liz  Roe,  who 
both  were  selected  to  the  NSCAA  All- 
America  and  GTE  Academic  All-America 
teams,  the  Blue  Hose  captured  the  SAC 
tournament  title  and  participated  in  the  NCAA 
tournament  for  the  second  straight  year. 

•  Men's  basketball  won  five  of  its  last 
six  games,  including  the  SAC  tournament 
championship,  to  finish  19-11  and  earn  a  berth 
in  the  NCAA  tournament.  All-SAC  forward 
Ronnie  Cannon  was  named  second-team  All- 
Region  and  second-team  GTE  Academic  All- 
District,  while  Bnan  Franklin  earned  SAC 
Tournament  MVP  honors.  During  the  six 
years  that  the  conference  tournament  has  been 
held,  PC  has  played  in  the  championship  game 
four  times. 

•  Women's  basketball  won  its  first  six 
games  and  captured  its  fourth  straight  Little 
Four  championship.  Despite  a  rash  of  key 
injuries,  the  Blue  Hose  still  won  13  games,  led 
by  Chris  Mitchum,  who  set  the  SAC  career 


record  for  three-point  field  goals. 
In  the  two  years  leading  into  last 
season,  the  team  had  posted  a  45- 
15  record  and  was  the  first  PC 
team  to  win  an  NCAA  tourna- 
ment game. 

•  Baseball  struggled 
eariy,  but  went  15-11  over  the 
second  half  of  the  season  for  a 
20-31  mark  — the  seventh 
straight  year  the  team  has  won  20 
games.  Outfielder  Jason  Jaillet 
led  the  team  in  batting  average, 
hits,  runs,  doubles,  triples,  and 
stolen  bases. 

•  Men's  tennis  posted  a 
19-7  mark  —  the  most  victories 
in  Coach  Bobby  McKee's  13 
seasons  as  head  coach  —  and 
finished  second  in  the  SAC 
regular  season  and  tournament. 
Led  by  Tom  Swift  and  Preston 
Menning,  the  Blue  Hose  earned 
their  first  NCAA  postseason 
berth. 

•  Women's  tennis  had 
another  big  year,  finishing  the 
season  ranked  eighth  in  the 
nation.  The  Blue  Hose  went  18-5 

and  won  the  conference  championship,  led  by 
SAC  Player  of  the  Year  Robyn  Loveless,  the 
32nd-ranked  singles  player  in  Division  II,  and 
Academic  All-America  Chrissie  Bolt.  Over 
the  past  three  years,  the  women's  tennis  team 
has  posted  a  55-19  record  and  qualified  for 
two  NCAA  tournaments. 

•  Golf  had  perhaps  the  most  remarkable 
season  of  all,  winning  four  multi-team 
tournaments  while  posting  a  head-to-head 
record  of  144-24,  a  winning  percentage  of 
.824.  Chris  Wilkins  led  PC  to  its  first-ever 
SAC  championship  and  then  narrowly  missed 
capturing  the  NCAA  Division  11  individual 
title,  finishing  sixth  (see  page  28).  Academic 
All-America  Jim  Kent  and  SAC  Freshman  of 
the  Year  Eric  Williamson  also  played  key 
roles  in  the  Blue  Hose  finishing  the  season 
ranked  16th  in  the  nation. 

\  College  Cominiinient 

Because  of  this  all-sports  focus,  all  10 
varsity  teams  now  in  existence  —  not  to 
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mention  the  three  club  sports  that  begin  this 
year  —  get  the  kind  of  institutional  support 
requu'ed  to  he  competitive  in  NCAA  Division 
II.  in  general,  and  the  highly  regarded  South 
Adantic  Conference,  in  particular. 

"All  sports  are  important  here,"  says 
Beth  Couture,  head  women's  basketball  coach 
and  assistant  director  of  athletics.  "I  had 
known  that  all  along,  but  when  I  moved  into 
athletic  administration,  it  was  reaffirmed  — 
and  that  is  very  important  to  me.  Everyone 
gets  support,  financial  and  otherwise.  We're 
not  an  athletic  program  that  puts  all  its  apples 
into  one  basket.  I  think  the  fact  that  Allen 
played  and  coached  in  a  so-called  'minor 
sport'  or  'non-revenue  sport'  —  whatever 
term  you  want  to  use  —  enhances  that  focus 
on  the  total  athletic  program." 

Morris  passes  the  praise  right  on  up  to 
PC  President  Ken  Orr  and  other  key  college 
administrators. 

"The  cost  of  running  an  athletic 
department  is  going  up  every  year,  and  the 
administration  has  done  an  outstanding  job  of 
keeping  us  up-to-date  in  the  support  they  give 
us,"  Morris  says. 

Other  Blue  Hose  coaches  agree. 


"Credit  has  to  go  to  our  institution's 
administration  for  allowing  our  coaches  to 
have  success,"  says  football  coach  John  Perry. 
"Whether  it's  working  closely  with  the 
financial  aid  office  or  having  adequate 
budgets,  I  know  that  a  lot  of  coaches  at  other 
schools  would  envy  the  level  of  commitment 
that  PC  has  made  toward  the  kind  of  athletic 
program  that  we  have  here." 

And  what  kind  of  program  is  that 
exactly? 

Well,  for  starters,  it's  about  winmng. 
While  the  1995-96  athletic  year  had 
unprecedented  success,  the  trend  has  been  in 
the  making  for  some  time  now.  In  fact,  during 
the  three  years  that  the  South  Atlantic 
Conference  schools  have  been  a  member  of 
the  NCAA,  Presbyterian  College  has  qualified 
the  most  teams  —  1 1  —  for  postseason  play. 

That,  in  itself  would  be  reason  enough 
to  take  notice,  but  when  the  adiletic 
achievement  of  the  past  three  years  is  coupled 
with  the  level  of  academic  standards  that  PC 
maintains,  the  accomplishments  do  indeed 
take  on  extra  significance. 

During  the  1992-93  season  in  which  his 
team  won  27  games,  men's  basketball  coach 


Gregg  Nibert  was  the  subject  of  a  colutmi  in  a 
South  Carolina  daily  newspaper  in  which  the 
Blue  Hose  were  compared  to  three  Division  1 
teams  that  were  nationally  ranked  at  that 
moment:  Duke.  Vanderbilt,  and  Stanford. 

Six  of  the  10  members  of  Donna 
Arnold's  women's  tennis  team  made  the  SAC 
Academic  Honor  Roll,  including  all  four  all- 
conference  selections. 

And  both  PC's  women's  soccer  All- 
America  selections  were  also  named  to  the 
GTE  Academic  All-America  team. 

Brian  Purcell,  who  in  seven  seasons  has 
taken  what  was  a  women's  soccer  club  sport 
and  elevated  it  to  national  prominence,  puts 
the  two-fold  excellence  in  clear  perspective. 

"When  you  combine  a  national-caliber 
athletic  program  with  a  national-caliber 
academic  program,  it  really  can  set  a  school 
like  PC  apart,"  says  Purcell,  who  earned 
National  Coach  of  the  Year  honors  following 
the  1994  season.  "On  my  desk  I  keep  a  copy 
of  the  U.S.  News  &  World  Report  issue  that 
rates  colleges  and  universities  in  America,  and 
I  have  highlighted  all  the  schools  in  our 
category  of  National  Liberal  Arts  Colleges 
that  have  Top  20  women's  soccer  programs.

Many  members  of  the  Laurens 
County  community  recognize 
Presbytenan  College  athletes 
not  from  their  numbers  or 
uniforms,  but  by  their  names  and  faces. 
While  the  athletes  may  star  in  any 
respective  sport,  many  star  in  community 
volunteer  activities  such  as  Special  Olympics 
assistants,  tutoring,  and  visits  to  retirement 
homes.  They  are  simply  PC  students  who 
participate  in  the  college's  Student  Volunteer 
Services  program,  which  offers  more  than  30  service  opportunities  in 
the  community. 

But  Blue  Hose  coaches  and  athletes  step  even  beyond  the  SVS 
program  and  find  additional  opportunities  for  community  involve- 
ment. Head  football  coach  John  Perry  says  he  receives  numerous 
requests  to  speak  at  civic  clubs  and  takes  players  with  him  to  those 
functions. 

He  has  also  been  asked  to  appear  at  "Career  Days"  at  local

junior  high  schools  and  elementary  schools,  giving 
young  students  an  opportunity  to  learn  about  the  life 
of  a  football  coach. 

"1  started  taking  some  players  along  with  me  and 
the  young  kids  really  looked  up  to  them  as  role 
models,"  Perry  says.  "The  teachers  decided  that  the 
children  may  want  to  learn  what  it  takes  to  be  a 
football  player,  so  we  started  sending  more  players." 
The  success  of  those  programs  led  to  yet  another 
opportunity  —  "Reading  Day"  at  Bailey  Elementary 
School  in  Clinton.  For  the  past  two  years,  several  PC 
athletes  have  blocked  off  time  to  visit  Bailey  and  read  to  the  students. 
The  sight  of  a  PC  basketball  player  or  football  player  relaxed  in  a 
rocking  chair  while  sharing  stories  with  children  may  be  unusual  to 
some,  but  it  puts  college  athletics  in  its  proper  perspective.  Perry  says. 
"I  think  any  opportunity  we  have  is  a  good  one  to  show  that  we're 
proud  of  our  players  as  students  and  not  just  what  they  can  do  on 
Saturdays  with  their  helmets  on,"  he  says.  "At  PC,  it  all  goes  hand  in 
hand.  That's  what  it's  all  about."  -  STEVE  OWENS 


Blue  Hose  Athletics 


You  know  how  many  that  is?  Four  —  and 
three  of  them  are  NCAA  Division  III. 

"We  are  the  only  Division  II  school  of 
that  four,  which  means  that  for  a  women's 
soccer  player  who  wants  a  scholarship  to  play 
for  a  nationally  ranked  program  at  a  nationally 
rated  college,  we  are  the  only  choice  there  is. 
(Division  III  members  do  not  award  athletic 
grants.) 

"Similar  statements  can  be  made  by 
other  coaches  here.  It  makes  us  as  an  athletic 
program  unique  —  and  it  makes  Presbytenan 
College  as  an  institution  unique." 

iMo  Empty  Words 

Academics  come  first. 

Excuse  the  vast  majority  of 
Americans  if  they  roll  their  eyes  at 
this  empty  platitude.  After  all. 
when  a  basketball  team  at  a  major 
university  posts  a  grade  point 
average  that  doesn't  even  equal 
the  ballboy's  number  of  rebounds 
per  game,  administrators'  words 
about  commitment  to  academic 
excellence  tend  to  ring  hollow. 

When  freshmen  and 
sophomores  chuck  their 
scholarships  to  take  their  raw  athletic  skills  to 
the  pro  ranks,  one  has  to  wonder  just  how 
seriously  the  athlete  —  and  the  coach  —  took 
the  educational  component  of  collegiate 
athletics  to  begin  with. 

And  when  a  lawmaker  such  as  Sen.  Bill 
Bradley  (D-N.J.)  introduces  legislation  that 
forces  higher  education  to  be  more  account- 
able for  the  academic  progress  and  graduation 
rates  of  student-athletes,  cynics  can't  be 
faulted  for  wondering  just  what  the  compel- 
ling purpose  must  be  for  those  educational 
institutions  to  exist  in  the  first  place. 

Put  academics  first?  And  risk  losing  that 
blue-chip  wide  receiver  with  the  subpar  high 
school  grades  to  a  rival  school?  And 
jeopardize  a  coach's  won-loss  record  with  all 
the  high-rolUng  donors  of  the  booster  club 
clamoring  for  success'^  And  lose  all  that  TV 
revenue  that  comes  with  advancing  to  the 
Final  Four,  a  New  Year's  Day  bowl,  or  the 
College  World  Series? 

Enter  NCAA  Division  II.  It's  the 
second-bom  in  the  college  family  —  not  quite 


as  macho  and  muscle-bound  as  big  brother 
Division  I,  but  a  few  steps  faster  and  a  few 
bench  presses  stronger  than  the  Division  III 
sibling,  which  offers  no  athletic  scholarships 
whatsoever.  In  1990.  Presbyterian  College  and 
the  rest  of  the  South  Atlantic  Conference 
schools  announced  their  plans  to  move  from 
the  National  Association  of  Intercollegiate 
Athletics  (NAIA)  to  NCAA  Division  II.  It  was 
a  decision  based  largely  on  the  financial 
security  of  the  NCAA  as  opposed  to  the 
increasing  uncertainties  of  the  NAIA's  future 


PC  captured  five  SAC  tournament  championships  in  1995-96. 
including  tlie  first  ever  for  Gregg  Nibert's  men's  baslcethall  team. 


—  and  it  was  a  decision  that  caused  wide 
discussion  and.  in  some  comers,  deeply  held 
breaths. 

"I  think  that  the  success  PC  has  enjoyed 
in  Division  II  these  past  three  years  has  been 
remarkable,  and  Fm  so  glad  we're  where  we 
are,"  Couture  says.  "President  Orr  had  a 
vision  for  this  school  when  we  made  the  move 
from  NAIA  to  NCAA  Division  II,  and  1 
applaud  him  for  having  that  vision  at  a  time 
when  the  coaches  were  not  so  sure  about  the 
move.  Now  that  we've  experienced  playoffs  in 
both,  there's  no  comparison  between  being 
NAIA  and  being  NCAA  Division  II." 

Yes,  membership  in  the  NCAA  brings 
with  it  miles  of  red  tape  and  a  mind-numbing 
amount  of  rules  and  regulations,  but  take  it 
from  one  PC  coach  who  has  spent  more  than 
his  share  of  hours  pounng  over  enforcement 
manuals  and  policy  interpretations.  Division  II 
is  still  the  right  place  for  PC  to  be. 

"As  far  as  the  national  image,  the 
publicity  standpoint,  the  acclaim  for  the  kids, 
NCAA  has  been  a  big  plus  over  NAIA,"  Perry 


says.  "It's  just  a  better  organization,  a  better 
network.  Yes,  there  is  more  paperwork,  and 
there  are  still  some  academic  loopholes  that 
they  are  working  to  close  that  will  make  the 
playing  field  a  bit  more  level  for  everybody. 
As  a  whole,  however,  moving  to  the  NCAA 
Division  II  has  been  a  good  thing.  1  see  it 
getting  nothing  but  better,  especially  as 
Division  II  gets  its  own  mles  (apart  from 
Division  I). 

"What  we're  seeing  is  legislation  that 
will  bring  the  rest  of  Division  II  more  in  line 
academically  with  schools  like  us  — 
mles  and  regulations  that  will  force 
institutions  to  move  their  kids 
toward  graduation;  in  other  words,  to 
put  the  'student'  back  into  'student- 
athlete.'  Already  they've  said  you 
can't  have  athletic  dorms,  which  we 
have  never  had,  and  you  can't  have 
training  tables,  which  we  have  never 
had.  They  are  trying  to  make  the 
student-athlete  as  much  like  the 
regular  student  as  possible,  and  these 
are  things  that  don't  bother  us 
because  we've  always  operated  this 
way." 

The  Right  Place  To  Be 

An  outsider  can  often  appreciate 
something  that  the  rest  of  us  have  taken  for 
granted,  and  that  was  the  perspective  that  Dr. 
George  Dupuy  provided  when  he  was  asked  to 
become  the  college's  faculty  athletic 
representative  a  year  ago.  With  the  retirement 
of  Tom  Stallworth.  who  served  in  that 
capacity  for  a  number  of  years.  Orr  tumed  to  a 
relative  newcomer  to  the  PC  campus. 

After  one  year  in  that  position,  Dupuy 's 
observations  are  especially  instmctive. 

"I've  had  exposure  to  all  levels  of 
intercollegiate  athletic  competition,"  says 
Dupuy,  who  came  to  PC  as  the  Robert  M, 
Vance  Professor  of  Economics  in  1994.  "I  was 
a  dean  at  Lynchburg  College,  which  is 
Division  III,  and  was  a  faculty  member  at 
LaGrange  College,  which  is  NAIA.  I  taught  at 
the  University  of  Virginia,  which,  of  course,  is 
an  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  school  in 
Division  I.  And  now  I'm  at  a  Division  II 
school. 

"I  really  like  where  we  are  here  at  PC  in 


Blue  Hose  Athletic 


Division  11.  Division  I  has  become  a  business, 
and  there's  a  tendancy  for  the  tail  to  wag  the 
dog.  The  focus,  in  many  cases,  is  for  the 
athlete  to  be  an  athlete  first.  In  fact,  I  would 
be  verv'  hesitant  to  be  the  faculty  athletic 
representative  at  a  Division  1  school.  There's 
such  an  emphasis  on  winning  that  it  in\iles 
more  abuses. 

"Meanwhile,  at  Division  III,  while  the 


academics  do  come  first  as  they  should,  there 
really  isn't  as  high  a  quality  of  athletic 
performance. 

"At  Division  II,  you  get  scholarship 
players  and  you  gel  a  great  quality  of  athletics. 
There  just  isn't  so  much  money  that  it  can 
tend  to  corrupt  things.  Put  that  together  with 
PC's  academic  standards,  and,  having  been  at 
other  levels,  I  feel  like  Goldilocks  —  I  like  the 


porridge  that  I  find  here  just  right." 

But  with  Division  II  schools  —  such  as 
Wofford  and,  now,  SAC  member  Elon  — 
making  the  decision  to  move  up  to  NCAA 
Division  I-AA,  will  Presbyterian  College  be 
tempted  to  follow  suit? 

"The  ob\ious  question  is  'Does  the 
conference  have  any  other  schools  interested 
in  I-AA,  and  is  PC  one  of  those?'"  Morris 
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When  the  term  "student-athlete"  is  used  at 
Presbyterian  College,  there  is  no  mistaking  why 
"student"  is  used  first. 
Not  only  must  recruits  meet  the  college's 
stringent  academic  requirements  for  acceptance,  but  the  academic 
demands  placed  on  Blue  Hose  athletes  by  the  administration  and 
faculty  surpass  even  those  required  by  the 
South  Atlantic  Conference  for  participation. 

The  result  is  more  doctors  and  lawyers 
being  produced  by  the  PC  athletic  program 
than  all-star  quarterbacks  and  well-paid 
outfielders  —  the  ideal  of  college  athletics 
in  the  eyes  of  many.  However,  some  Blue 
Hose  athletes  do  excel  to  the  point  that  they 
get  a  chance  to  pursue  childhood  dreams  of 
playing  professionally. 

PC  Director  of  Athletics  Allen  Morris, 
who  played  tennis  at  Wimbledon,  knows  the 
pressure  of  competing  in  such  a  high-profile  venue.  So  do  such  former 
Blue  Hose  football  stars  as  Clayto  Burke,  David  Elliott,  Jimmy  Turner. 
Charles  Huff,  Lawrence  Jackson,  and  Lee  Williamson  —  all  of  whom 
signed  professional  contracts  with  National  Football  League  teams. 

And  Steve  Gorrie,  who  completed  his  record-setting  football 
career  last  fall,  continues  negotiations  with  seseral  NFL  teams 
interested  in  having  him  on  their  rosters  this  season. 

Recently,  however,  two  other  Blue  Hose  sports  ha\e  also  served 
as  a  spnngboard  to  the  professional  level:  baseball  and  soccer. 

The  South  Carolina  Shamrocks  of  the  United  Systems  of 
Independent  Soccer  Leagues  (USISL)  tapped  into  Ralph  Poison's 
men's  soccer  team  with  outstanding  results.  Former  Blue  Hose  players 
Bret  Boulware  and  Tyler  Boulware  have  helped  South  Carolina  to  one 
of  the  top  records  in  the  USISL's  Select  League.  The  Shamrocks  have 
led  the  2 1 -team  league  in  points  for  most  of  the  season  and  they  appear 
a  lock  to  gain  a  playoff  berth. 

Coaching  the  Shamrocks  is  another  of  Poison's  former  players, 
Pete  Peterson,  who  has  his  new  team  poised  to  step  up  to  one  of  24 
available  spots  in  the  American  Professional  Soccer  League  for  the

1997  season. 

"There's  no  question  that  the  creation  of  new  leagues  has  helped 
American  players,"  Poison  says.  "You  can  go  back  to  the  NASL  where 
there  were  no  limits  on  the  number  of  foreign  players,  but  the  new 
leagues  do  have  a  limit.  They're  trying  to  make  this  a  league 
comprised  of  American  players  and  it's  opening  doors  for  opportunities 
to  play  beyond  college." 

Two  other  former  Blue  Hose  soccer 
players  have  also  continued  their  athletic 
careers  beyond  the  Ponderosa.  E.J. 
Bossman  has  played  with  the  Charleston 
Battery  of  the  USISL's  Pro  Premier  League. 
Christi  Flack,  a  standout  for  Brian  Purcell's 
women's  team,  has  played  with  Athletes  in 
Action  as  well  as  a  club  team  in  the  Czech 
Republic. 

Poison  said  the  move  to  NCAA 
Division  II  has  played  a  large  role  in  giving 
Blue  Hose  players  the  exposure  necessary  to  draw  attention  from 
professional  teams. 

"Making  the  step  up  to  Division  II,  then  our  team  qualifying  for 
the  national  tournament  and  finishing  in  the  lop  10  has  really  helped. 
Being  successful  at  that  level  has  added  to  the  exposure  our  players 
receive  and  professional  interest  in  those  players." 

On  the  baseball  diamond,  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates  and  California 
Angels  are  banking  on  two  former  Blue  Hose  players  paying  dividends. 
Elton  Pollack  has  emerged  as  one  of  the  top  base  stealing  threats 
in  the  South  Atlantic  League  with  the  Augusta  Greenjackets  -  the 
Pirates'  Class  A  farm  club.  Pollack,  an  outfielder,  led  the  Greenjackets 
with  23  steals  through  mid-July,  and  also  ranked  among  team  leaders  in 
runs,  hits,  extra-base  hits,  and  runs  batted  in. 

Ryan  Kane,  who  flirted  with  a  spot  on  the  United  Slates  National 
Team  while  a  sludenl-alhlete  at  PC,  is  making  his  mark  with  the  Cedar 
Rapids  Kernels,  the  Angels'  Class  A  affiliate  in  the  Midwest  League. 
Kane  is  among  the  team  leaders  in  every  offensive  category  except 
stolen  bases,  having  slammed  1 2  home  runs  and  dnven  in  ?3  runs 
through  mid-Julv.  -  STEVE  OWENS 
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says.  "At  this  time,  Presbyteiian  College  is 
properly  placed  in  the  NCAA  Division  II  and 
the  South  Atlantic  Conference.  However,  we 
will  always  keep  an  open  mind  for  opportuni- 
ties that  are  beneficial  to  PC. 

"We've  only  been  at  this  level  for 
three  years,  and  we  are  establishing  ourselves 
at  the  Division  11  level.  It  was  a  big  and 
proper  move  from  NAIA  to  NCAA  Division 
II,  and  we  need  to  settle  ourselves  in.  With  the 
restructunng  of  the  NCAA.  Division  II  will 
have  more  of  an  opportunity  to  regulate  itself 
as  a  division.  I  feel  this  restructuring  is  going 
to  have  a  very  positive  impact  on  all  of  us." 

Mindful  Of  The  Mission 

What  Dupuy  and  others  find  when  they 
take  a  serious,  objective  look  at  PC  athletics  is 
that  aforementioned  phrase  really  does  have 
meaning. 

Academics  do  come  first. 

Biology  professor  John  Inman  thought 
he  had  long  known  just  how  well-balanced  it 
was.  After  all,  he  was  a  standout  football 
player  for  Cally  Gault  in  the  early  1970s  and  a 
scholar  of  the  highest  caliber  who  went  on  to 
earn  his  Ph.D.  at  Purdue  before  returning  to 
his  alma  mater  as  a  faculty  member  in  1980. 

He  knows  the  kind  of  sacrifice  that 
biology  majors  like  basketball  player  Andrew 
Wellman  '94,  football  player  Chris  McGaha 
'96,  and  soccer  player  Rebecca  Hardiman,  a 
rising  senior,  have  made  to  excel  in  their  sport 
and  yet  excel  in  the  classroom  as  well. 

And  yet  even  he  got  an  education 
during  the  recently  completed  institutional 
self-study  that  was  a  part  of  PC's  reaccredita- 
tion  process.  Serving  on  the  committee  that 
examined  the  college's  intercollegiate 
athletics,  Inman  developed  a  renewed  pride  in 
his  Blue  Hose  roots. 

"The  self-study  made  us  all  aware  of 
how  much  the  athletic  department  is  already 
doing  to  maintain  the  academic  performance," 
he  says.  "In  fact,  the  only  recommendation 
that  we  made  invohed  athletic  department 
representation  on  the  college's  financial  aid 
committee.  That's  it  —  and  I  can  assure  you 
that  we  looked  extremely  closely  at  this 
athletic  program.

not  problems  here  at  PC,  we  had  the  luxury  of 
looking  into  areas  like  the  length  of  seasons, 
the  quality  of  the  study  halls,  the  distribution 
of  scholarships  to  athletes  in  comparison  to 
non-athletes,  I  seriously  doubt  that  many 
schools  monitor  those  kinds  of  things,  and  it 
means  that  as  we  examine  those  issues,  our 


program  is  just  going  to  get  even  higher  marks 
in  the  future. 

"'Student-athlete'  is  a  nice  term  to  float 
out  there  as  all  schools  do,  but  it  carries  with 
it  a  responsibility  that  it  be  an  accurate 
description  of  what  these  young  people  are," 
Inman  says,  "I  can  tell  you  that  at  Presbyterian 
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College,  the  term  is  taken  senously,  and  the 
coaches  are  on  top  of  the  academic  pan  of  it." 

Finding  Good  People 

So  what  then  is  the  secret  to  a  year  like 
Presbyterian  College  experienced  in  1995-96? 
If  it  is  indeed  such  a  challenge  to  do  it  right 
while  doing  it  well,  where  does  a  .726  overall 
winning  percentage  come  from? 

It  starts.  PC  coaches  say,  with  the  right 
student-athlete  —  one  who  has  real  talent  on 
the  field  but  also  can  appreciate  the  lessons  of 
a  liberal  arts  campus. 

Doug  Kovash,  for  one.  truly  understands 
that  delicate  mix.  He  has  been  affiliated  with 
several  instimtions  in  his  baseball-playing  and 
coaching  career,  and  he  chooses 
to  take  the  liberal  arts  route  — 
having  been  a  student-athlete  at 
Concordia  College  in  Minnesota 
and  a  coach  at  places  such  as 
Susquehanna  College,  a  Division 
111  school  in  Pennsylvania,  and 
Emory  University  in  Atlanta, 
which  also  competes  in  Division 
111. 

"With  PC's  size,  the 
students  are  able  to  get  to  know 
the  faculty,  the  administration,         ^^^ 
and  the  staff  on  a  daily  basis,  and 
they  are  able  to  make  friends  easily  in  this 
environment."  says  the  Blue  Hose  baseball 
coach  who  came  to  this  campus  in  the  fall  of 
1993.  "You  just  don't  feel  like  a  stranger  at  a 
place  like  PC.  and  that's  a  very  big  strength. 
That's  what  1  found  when  1  look  back  at  my 
own  experience. 

"1  stress  three  things  to  the  young  men  1 
recruit;  academics,  baseball,  and  social  life. 
One  of  the  great  things  about  a  Presbyterian 
College  is  that  the  only  reason  you  don't  get 
all  of  these  is  because  you  choose  to  walk 
away  from  one  of  them.  Either  you  haven't 
devoted  enough  time  to  studying,  you  haven't 
put  in  the  effort  in  your  sport,  or  you  haven't 
gotten  involved  in  campus  life.  But  what 
portion  you  give  to  each  is  up  to  you,  and  if 
you  choose  to  manage  your  time  in  such  a 
manner,  you  can  make  the  most  of  all  three 
and  ha\e  a  well-rounded  college  experience." 

Ronnie  Cannon,  a  rising  senior  on  the 
Blue  Hose  men's  basketball  team,  recognized 


that  during  his  college  selection  process. 

"What  I  found  was  that  the  competition 
level  here  is  the  same  if  not  stronger  than 
some  Division  1  programs,  but  at  Division  II 
athletes  have  a  life  away  from  their  sport,"  he 
says.  "At  the  Division  I  schools  I  visited, 
basketball  was  a  24-hour-a-day  existence,  but 
at  PC.  there's  a  smdent  life.  too.  That's 
important,  because  after  four  years  you're  not 
going  to  have  basketball  and  you  need  to 
develop  as  a  total  student." 

Coaches  As  Teachers 

The  Blue  Hose  athletics  program,  then, 
can  be  the  nght  fit  for  the  nght  power 
forward,  the  right  free  safety,  the  right

goalkeeper,  or  the  right  second  baseman. 

It  can  also  be  the  right  fit  for  the  right 
coach  —  and  obser\'ers  believe  that  the  Blue 
Hose  program  is  blessed  with  a  gymnasium- 
full  of  them. 

"When  1  consider  what  a  school  with  the 
academic  reputation  of  Presbyterian  College  is 
doing  in  athletics  across  the  board.  1  find  it 
truly  remarkable."  Inman  says.  "How  do  we 
get  those  coaches  who  make  it  happen?  And 
how  do  we  keep  them?  They're  a  very  unique 
group  —  these  are  first-class  people  who  fit 
with  our  expectations  as  an  institution." 

For  the  record,  the  average  tenure  of  a 
Presbyterian  College  head  coach  is  eight 
years,  not  including  Debbie  Holcombe,  who 
just  joined  the  staff  on  July  1  (see  page  161 

So  to  repeat  Inman' s  question:  How 
does  PC  keep  them? 

Put  that  question  to  Bobby  McKee,  a 
former  PC  tennis  player  who  has  been  on  the 
coaching  staff  since  1980.  and  he'll  point  to 


his  experience  as  a  student  who  transferred 
from  a  larger  university. 

"1  was  overwhelmed  at  how  much  the 
professors  care  about  teaching  and  about  each 
student."  he  says.  "1  think  of  myself  as  a 
teacher  as  well,  and  it's  a  wonderful  environ- 
ment to  be  in.  It's  a  beautiful  thing  to  see  that 
the  number  one  reason  these  kids  are  here  is  to 
get  a  great  education." 

Couture  is  also  a  good  one  to  whom  that 
question  could  be  asked.  She  has  been 
mentioned  as  a  candidate  for  several  Division  I 
jobs  in  the  past,  but  she  has  found  something 
extra  on  the  PC  campus. 

"I'm  not  a  Presbyterian  College  graduate, 
so  when  I  fu'st  came  here  and  heard  about  'the 
PC  family,'  it  sounded  a  lot  like 
a  sales  pitch,"  she  says.  "But  it 
didn't  take  me  long  to  realize 
that  there  really  is  a  PC  family. 

"1  know  that  on  the 
other  side  of  it.  the  salary 
would  be  more  and  the  budget 
would  be  more,  but  would  1  feel 
as  appreciated  for  what  I  do'' 
Would  I  have  the  same  kind  of 
support  and  personal  relation- 
ships? So  1  don't  consider  it  a 
matter  of  staying  at  PC;  I 
consider  it  a  privilege  to 
continue  to  he  a  part  of  something  special." 

Maybe  it's  simply  a  different  calling,  that 
of  a  coach  on  a  liberal  art  campus. 

"Winning  is  important,  and  the  success  we 
had  this  past  year  bears  that  out.  but.  without 
question,  academics  come  first."  Moms  says. 

There's  that  phrase  again.  Granted,  it 
does  begin  to  sound  like  a  broken  record,  but 
perhaps  just  as  an  athlete  hones  his  or  her 
skills  by  repetition  —  standing  alone  in  a 
darkened  gym  shooting  jump  shot  after  jump 
shot,  returning  to  the  driving  range  to  hit  just 
one  more  bucket  of  balls,  going  up  at  the 
volleyball  net  time  after  time  to  put  away  the 
kill  —  an  institution's  mission  comes  into 
clearer  focus  when  repeated  over  and  over 
again. 

Dupuy,  PC's  faculty  athletic  representa- 
tion, sums  it  up  nice  and  neatly. 

"Academics  do  come  first  here."  he  says. 
"but  what  excites  me  is  that  what  we  do  second 
—  athletics  —  we  do  pretty  well,  too."

Coaches 


Iast  year,  the  Presbytenan  College 
athletic  department  boasted  four 
head  coaches  —  Tomtny  Addison, 
Donna  Arnold,  Bobby  McKee,  and 
Ralph  Poison  —  who  were  honored  with  South 
Atlantic  Conference  Coach  of  the  Year 
accolades  in  a  particular  sport.  This  total  was 
more  than  any  other  school  in  the  South  Alantic 
Conference  —  despite  the  fact  that  PC 
competes  in  three  fewer  sports. 

For  Arnold  (women's  tennis)  and  Poison 
(men's  soccer),  the  feeling  was  familiar; 
Arnold  received  her  fourth  such  honor  and 
Poison  his  second. 

Arnold  led  her  ninth  Blue  Hose  women's 
tennis  team  to  an  18-5  overall  record,  the 
program's  fifth  South  Atlantic  Conference 
championship  in  seven  years,  and  a  second 
consecutive  trip  to  the  NCAA  Division  II 
national  tournament.  There  PC  fell  to  eventual 
national  champion  Armstrong  State. 

Arnold  —  a  Mountain  City,  Tenn.,  native 
who  also  won  SAC  Coach  of  the  Year  honors 
in  1990, 1991  and  1992  -  has  a  154-66  career 
mark  at  PC.  She  guided  this  year's  team  to  a 
final  national  ranking  of  eighth  in  the  country 
as  two  players,  freshman  Robyn  Loveless  and 
sophomore  Kimberly  Hampton,  were  ranked  in 
the  top  50  in  the  nation  for  singles. 

For  Poison,  who  was  also  named  the 
South  Atlantic  Conference  Coach  of  the  Year  in 
1992,  the  number  13  proved  to  be  lucky.  In  his 
13th  season  at  the  helm  of  the  Blue  Hose  men's 
soccer  program,  he  led  PC  to  a  school-record 
17  wins  against  three  losses  and  one  tie,  won 
both  the  South  Atlantic  Conference  regular 
season  and  tournament  titles,  and  earned  the 
program's  first-ever  NCAA  Division  II  national 
tournament  berth. 

With  his  149-79-20  career  record.  Poison 
is  the  league's  all-time  winningest  men's  soccer 
coach  for  both  overall  wins  and  regular  season 
conference  victories  (35).  Over  the  past  six 
seasons,  the  Greer,  S.C,  native  has  led  the  Blue

Hose  to  three  SAC  regular  season  champion- 
ships and  three  SAC  Tournament  crowns. 

"I  have  to  give  all  the  credit  to  the  players 
and  support  staff,"  Poison  says.  "Without  them, 
there  would  not  be  a  men's  soccer  program  at 
PC.  From  the  assistant  coaches  to  the  starters  to 
the  reserves,  everyone  contributed  to  our  great 
season.  It  is  certainly  an  honor  the  whole 
program  can  enjoy." 

For  Addison  (golf)  and  McKee  (men's 
tennis),  the  SAC  Coach  of  the  Year  citations 
were  their  first. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Addison  —  a 
Clinton  native  and  1977  PC  graduate  who  just 
completed  his  fourth  season  with  the  Blue  Hose 
—  PC's  golf  squad  compiled  an  outstanding 
season  which  included  the  1996  South  Atlantic 
Conference  championship.  In  the  championship 
tournament,  PC  led  wire-to-wire,  winding  up 
with  a  13-stroke  advantage  over  second-place 
Catawba  College  at  the  tournament's  end. 

The  Blue  Hose  then  received  a  berth  in  the 
NCAA  Regional,  where  they  finished  10th.  His 
troops  also  claimed  three  other  tournament 
championships  during  the  year  and  boasted  nine 
top-five  finishes  in  1 1  total  tournaments. 

McKee  —  a  1980  PC  graduate  and  two- 
time  NAIA  national  coach  of  the  year  in  1987 
and  1992  -  picked  up  his  first  SAC  Coach  of 
the  Year  award  after  his  13th  Blue  Hose  men's 
tennis  team  posted  a  19-7  overall  record  and 
finished  second  in  both  the  SAC  regular  season 
race  and  championship  tournament.  PC  also 
earned  the  program's  first-ever  berth  to  NCAA 
postseason  play,  where  the  Blue  Hose  season 


came  to  an  end  with  a  4-2  loss  to  Pfeiffer 
College  in  the  East  Regional. 

The  winning  record  was  McKee's  1 1th  in 
13  seasons  at  PC,  and  improved  the  Richmond, 
Va.,  native's  all-fime  record  to  196-1 16. 

"Both  the  school  and  the  athletic 
department  are  very  proud  of  the  four  coaches 
who  received  South  Atlantic  Conference  Coach 
of  the  Year  honors,"  Director  of  Athletics 
Allen  Morris  says.  "It  is  not  only  a  tribute  to 
their  coaching  ability,  but  to  the  manner  in 
which  they  administer  their  respective 
programs  and  the  student-athletes  they  recruit." 

Overall,  eight  head  coaches  on  the 
Presbyterian  College  staff  have  garnered  SAC 
Coach  of  the  Year  honors;  Addison  (golf  — 
1996);  Arnold  (women's  tennis  -  1990, 1991, 
1992, 1996);  Beth  Couture  (volleyball  - 
1990, 1991, 1992;  women's  basketball  - 
1994);  McKee  (men's  tennis  -  1996);  Gregg 
Nibert  (men's  basketball  —  1993);  John  Perry 
(football  —  1988);  Ralph  Poison  (men's  soccer 
—  1992, 1996);  and  Brian  Purcell  (women's 
soccer-1990, 1992, 1994). 

And  how  does  such  quaUty  come  to  PC? 

Keep  in  mind  that  former  PC  head 
football  coach  and  athletic  director  Cally  Gault 
won  conference  coach  of  the  year  honors  five 
times  and  is  a  member  of  three  halls  of  fame, 
while  his  successor  as  the  leader  of  PC's 
athletic  department,  Allen  Morris,  was  named 
the  Atlantic  Coast  Conference's  Coach  of  the 
Year  for  men's  tennis  three  fimes  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  and  is  a  member 
of  four  halls  of  fame.

Different

Sometimes,  in  the  world  of  college 
recruiting,  a  coach  gets  lucky.  On 
occasion,  the  student-athlete  is 
fortunate.  In  the  case  of 
Presbyterian  College  golf  coach  Tommy 
Addison  and  rising  senior  Chris  Wilkins,  a 
1996  First  Team  All-Amenca  selection,  the 
best  of  both  worlds  found  a  happy  medium. 
The  story  begms  in  June  of  1994  at  the 
South  Carolina  Open  Golf  Tournament  held  at 
Musgrove  Mill  Golf  Club  in  Clinton.  Addison 
and  Wilkins,  having  never  met  before,  were 
paired  together  for  one  round  of  the  tourney. 
"1  didn't  know  him,"  Addison  says.  "I 
thought  he  was  a  young  pro  somewhere.  He 
kept  calling  me  'Coach,'  and  I  explained  to  him 
that  he  could  just  call  me  'Tommy.'  Later  on 
in  the  round,  I  found  out  he  was  still  in  school." 

Once  Addison  realized  Wilkins  had  just 
completed  his  second  year  at  Clemson 
University,  where  he  wasn't  a  member  of  the 
golf  program,  the  idea  of  transferring  to  PC 
came  to  mind. 

"I  was  real  excited,"  Wilkins  remembers. 
"1  really  didn't  want  to  go  back  to  Clemson 
because  I  wanted  to  play  college  golf.  I  was 
happy  to  hear  he  was  interested  in  me." 

Good  fortune 

Unrecruited  out  of  Mauldin  High  School 
m  Simpsonville.  S.C,  Wilkins  enrolled  at 
Clemson  in  the  fall  of  1992  to  study  engineer- 
ing. After  two  years  and  shoulder  surgery,  he 
needed  a  doctor's  permission  to  hook  him  up 
with  Addison  at  the  S.C.  Open. 

"1  sent  the  entry  form  in  not  knowing  if  I 
could  play,"  Wilkins  says.  "1  had  surgery  in 


April  to  repair  my  shoulder.  The  exercises  went 
really  well  following  the  operation  and  the 
doctor  gave  me  the  clearance  to  play  golf.  I  was 
then  fortunate  enough  to  get  paired  with  Coach 
Addison." 

Since  his  arrival  at  PC,  Wilkins  has 
helped  the  Blue  Hose  golf  program  emerge  as 
one  of  the  top  teams  in  all  of  NCAA  Division 
11.  Dunng  Wilkins'  first  season  with  PC,  the 
Blue  Hose  received  their  first-ever  national 
ranking. 

Banner  Year 

In  1996,  Wilkins  became  Presbytenan 
College's  first  South  Atlantic  Conference 
Player  of  the  Year  in  golf  by  claiming  medalist 
honors  at  the  league  championship  tournament. 
At  the  SAC  Tournament  held  in  Salisbury, 
N.C..  Wilkins  won  individual  honors  by  four 
strokes  over  teammate  Enc  Williamson  and 
Gardner-Webb's  Sara  Dawson  with  a  three- 
round  score  of  70-72-74  (216)  while  helping  the 
Blue  Hose  to  their  first-ever  conference  golf 
championship. 

PC  then  received  a  berth  in  the  NCAA 
regional  tournament  for  the  first  time  in  the 
program's  history,  where  the  Blue  Hose 
finished  10th  while  Wilkins  carded  a  74-72-70 
(216)  to  finish  sixth  and  earn  an  individual 
invitation  to  the  national  tournament. 

When  the  Blue  Hose  failed  to  advance  as 
a  team  to  the  national  tournament  in  Edmond, 
Okla.,  Wilkins  became  one  of  three  players 
competing  as  an  individual  in  the  9.Vman  field. 
The  tournament's  leader  after  two  rounds, 
Wilkins  solidified  his  All-America  status  with  a 
sixth-place  finish  and  four-day  total  of  73-70- 


75-76  (294)  —  not  bad  for  a  young  man  who 
wasn't  even  playing  collegiate  golf  two  years 
earlier. 

"As  a  part  of  our  team,  I  thought  Chris 
could  help  us  get  to  the  NCAA  Tournament," 
Addison  says.  "In  college  golf,  1  think  you  ha\e 
a  higher  pressure  in  tournaments  because  it  is 
an  individual  sport  turned  into  a  team  sport. 
This  past  season,  our  team  had  confidence  in 
each  other,  and  1  believe  that  helped  alleviate 
some  of  the  pressure.  Chris  is  very  coachable 
and  takes  advice  very  well.  He  works  at  golf 
and  knows  his  strengths  and  weaknesses." 

I\ew  Challenges 

With  a  SAC  Player  of  the  Year  award  and 
All-America  honors  under  his  beh,  Wilkins  will 
attempt  to  qualify  for  the  mid-August  U.S. 
Amateur  Golf  Tournament  with  a  36-hole 
outing  at  Green  Valley  Golf  Club  in  Greenville. 
When  school  resumes  in  September.  Wilkins 
will  return  to  Clinton  for  his  final  season  in  the 
blue  and  garnet. 

"Our  goal  next  year  is  to  get  to  nationals." 
Wilkins  says.  "It  didn't  work  out  this  past 
season.  We've  got  a  strong  team  coming  back 
with  plenty  of  experience." 

Any  second  thoughts  of  his  decision  to 
further  his  college  education  at  PC  and  begin 
playing  golf  on  the  collegiate  level'' 

"When  deciding  to  transfer  to  Presbyte- 
rian. I  didn't  even  have  to  tour  the  campus,"  he 
says.  "I  knew  even  if  things  didn't  work  out  for 
me  with  golf,  I  would  graduate  from  a  quality 
school  in  PC.  The  atmosphere  at  PC  is 
wonderful.  I've  been  given  so  much  support 
from  everyone;  I  have  no  regrets  whatsoever."

When  fans  and  the  media 
are  asked  about  the 
most  valuable  member 
of  any  team,  most  will 
point  to  a  star  performer.  Some  even  cast 
their  votes  for  the  head  coach  or  another 
member  of  the  coaching  staff.  Few,  if  any, 
immediately  think  of  one  of  the  most  valuable 
members  of  any  team  —  the  athletic  trainer. 
Nelson  Jones  is  beginning  his  second 
decade  as  the  athletic  trainer  at  Presbyte- 
nan  College,  a  position  he  has  held  since 
establishing  the  sports  medicine  program 
at  the  college  in  1986.  With  the  new 
decade  comes  new  challenges  as  the  Blue 
Hose  athletic  program  establishes  new 
teams  to  compete  in  NCAA  Division  II. 

"Despite  the  move  to  the  NCAA,  my 
job  is  the  same.  However,  with  the 
proposal  of  adding  three  sports,  it 
increases  the  number  of  athletes  at  the 
college,  which  means  I  will  have  to  add 
couple  of  student  trainers,"  Jones  says. 
"When  I  got  here  10  years  ago,  the  training 
room  was  adequate.  But  now  we've  outgrown 
it.  We're  dealing  with  almost  300  student- 
athletes,  which  is  a  lot  for  a  college  of  this 
size." 

I\ew  Sports  Complex 

Jones'  wish  list  includes  an  expanded 
training  room,  which  was  made  a  reality  in  the 
plans  for  the  Templeton  Athletic  Center 
expansion.  The  new  training  center  will  more 
than  double  the  current  facility,  giving  Jones 
and  his  student  workers  more  than  3,600 
square-feet  in  which  to  work. 

It  is  a  necessary  move  as  the  athletic 
program  continues  to  grow,  according  to 
Jones. 

"It's  time  to  go  to  the  next  level  with  the 
college's  sports  medicine  program.  The  new 
facility  will  be  one  of  the  best  around,"  he 


says.  "This  is  definitely  a  necessary  part  of 
any  athletic  program.  The  field  of  athletic 
training  has  come  a  long  way  in  that  it  takes  a 
lot  of  responsibility  off  of  the  coaches.  It's  an 
entity  unto  itself.  Our  responsibility  is  taking 
care  of  the  student-athletes  and  determining 
whether  or  not  they  are  ready  to  compete.  In 
the  past,  coaches  have  had  to  make  that 
determination,  and  I  know  our  coaches

appreciate  us  making  those  difficult  decisions 
for  them." 

The  Bristol,  Va.,  native  has  gained  a 
world  of  experience  in  sports  medicine  since 
receiving  his  undergraduate  degree  from  East 
Tennessee  State  University  in  1984  and  a 
master's  degree  from  Furman  University  in 
1985.  He  has  worked  at  both  of  his  alma 
maters,  but  has  also  gained  professional 
experience  with  the  Atlanta  Falcons  and 
Buffalo  Bills  of  the  National  Football  League 
and  the  Michigan  Panthers  of  the  former 
United  States  Football  League. 

Ideally,  Jones  says,  his  work  will  help 
prevent  injuries.  When  a  muscle  pull  or 
broken  bone  does  occur,  he  and  his  staff  will 
determine  whether  or  not  additional  medical 
care  is  necessary. 

"Athletic  trainers  don't  diagnose ...  we 
evaluate,"  he  says.  "If  there  is  any  question  in 


my  mind,  I'll  send  a  kid  over  to  the  doctor. 
The  local  doctors  we  deal  with  do  a 
tremendous  job.  They  understand  athletics 
and  that's  important  because  the  performance 
level  of  an  athlete  is  so  intense  and  high-nsk." 

Jones  works  closely  with  Laurens 
County  orthopedic  surgeons,  optometrists,  and 
any  other  doctors  who  may  contribute  to  an 
athlete's  well  being.  They  have  also  found  it 
convenient  to  work  with  an  educated 
intermediary  like  Jones,  who  knows  when 
an  injury  requires  speciahzed  care.  They 
are  also  confident  that  he  will  supervise 
the  proper  rehabilitation  necessary  for  an 
athlete. 

A  Lot  Of  Support 

"Ten  years  ago,  people  didn't  know 
what  an  athletic  trainer  was  all  about. 
I've  had  to  work  on  educating  them  —  not 
only  the  administration  and  faculty,  but 
also  some  of  the  doctors  in  the  area.  I've 
had  a  lot  of  support  from  all  of  them,  as 
well,"  Jones  says. 

Jones  is  a  member  of  the  South  Carolina 
Athletic  Trainers  Association,  which  is 
recognized  as  one  of  the  leading  organizations 
of  its  kind  in  the  United  States.  South 
Carolina  has  already  passed  legislation 
requiring  any  individual  to  be  state  licensed  in 
order  to  be  recognized  as  a  certified  athletic 
trainer. 

Such  actions  help  the  public  become 
better  informed  about  the  person  many 
coaches  consider  to  be  the  most  valuable 
member  of  a  team. 

"A  lot  of  people  think  an  athletic  trainer 
just  tapes  ankles  or  that  we  work  with 
physical  therapists.  We  work  under  the 
supervision  of  doctors.  The  field  of  athletic 
training  has  come  a  long  way  and  we're  still 
educating  people  as  to  what  it's  all  about  and 
what  we  can  do  for  student-athletes."

r  hen  some  people  hit  the  road,  they  do  it  in  a 
big  way. 

That's  certainly  the  case  with  1965  alumnus  Al 
Pearce  of  Newport  News,  Va. 

A],  a  longtime  sportswriter  with  the  Daily  Press  of 
Newport  News,  took  to  the  highways  in  May  for  his 
second  cross-country  motorcycle  ride  for  charity,  again 
led  by  NASCAR  driver  Kyle  Petty.
